‘week-on every saloon keeper in the Greater 
Wew York. 

he information which Mayor Low re- 
ceived was that the assessment on the 
liquor dealers was being raised as a cor- 
Tuption fund to prevent the passage of the 
bill in the Legislature increasing the liquor 
tax license, and also to ‘“‘ pay the police 
protection.” A personal adviser of Mayor 
Low said yesterday: 

“'The situation is just this: Mayor Low 
had information about the corruption of 
the police by the raising of this fund. If 
the police force. which is the right hand of 
the Mayor in enforcing the law, is being 
corrupted, any means which he may take 
to find out the exact facts are justifiable. 
Mayor Low did not deny the liquor dealers 
@ hearing. He simply asked for informa- 
tion about the fund which he had been 
informed was raised for corrupt purposes.

When asked what he had told the liquor 
dealers, Mr. Jerome said heghad merely 
given them some “fatherly advice.’’ He 
said his sympathy was with them in the 
fullest measure. 

“This bill, it seems to me,” he said, “is 
not one conducing to the public welfare or 
to public morality. There are 100,000 men, 
women, and children in New Yaerk directly 
or indirectly identified with the liquor busi- 
ness. They have invested a great deal of 
money in their business. They are paying 
such a high license now that in many cases 
they are only making bartenders’ wages 
and sometimes not even that. Now it is 
proposed—as an afterthought, as it were, 
and entirely without notice and warning, 
to jump this license 50 per cent. If a 
measure of that nature was taken in an- 
other industry, it would precipitate a riot. ? 

“ That is the business side of this propo- 
sition, and you've got to look at it that way. 
In dealing with the liquor dealers and their 
business, you are dealing with a commer- 
cial proposition—a business which, while 
you and I may not think very highly of it, 
isa perfectly legal way of earning a live- 
lihood. And, another thing, most of these 
men are over thirty-five years old. They 
are men who have learned no trade and 
could not earn a livelihood in any other 
way. They are fighting for their very lives 
in fighting this measure.’ 

Mr. Jerome said it was a mistaken notion 
that this bill would strike a blow at the 
evil resorts. These, he said, could well 
afford to pay 50, 100, or 200 per cent. 
higher license than they are paying. Those 
that would nave to go to the wall, said he, 
were the small saloon keepers. 

“Tf this bill becomes a Aaw,’ said Mr. 
Jerome, ‘it will tend to Garcon ‘ speak- 
easies,’ places where liquor is sold in se- 
eret and without a license, all over town. 
There is comparatively little selling of 
liquor without a license in this city now. 
Look at Philadelphia, and look at Maine. 
Why, Mayor Low and President Eliot of 
Harvard and J. C. Carter, were members 
of a sub-committee of the Committee of 
Fifty, which had the matter under investi- 
gation and reported that there were more 
speak-easies than licensed liquor saloons 
in Philadelphia.”’ 

Mr. Jerome said that the liquor dealers’ 
committee had come to him in a state of 
great indignation. The members, he said, 
were highly incensed at Mayor Low’s at- 
tempt to drag in the question of blackmail. 
While they considered the Mayor had a 
perfect right to ask them in regard to the 
rumors which had reached him on this 
subject, they thought it exceedingly tact- 
less on his part to endeavor to make that 
matter a preliminary to their getting an 
opportunity to ascertain the Mayor's views 
on the proposed liquor tax legislation.

LINDINGER TO THE MAYOR. 
The following letter has been sent to the 
Mayor by Fritz Lindinger on behalf of the 
Wine, Liquor and Beer Dealers’ Central 
Association: 


“T beg to acknowledge your communica- 
tion_of March 18. 

“Tt seems to the committee that you 
must have misunderstood why we desire to 
have an interview with you. Permit me to 
make it a little clear@& why 7% coere to 
confer with you. Our committee represents 
over 8,000 persons engaged in the retail 
liquor business in Greater New York. Most 
of us are married men, of middle age, and 
the fathers of children. We and those em- 
ployed by us and our wives and children 
all told number over 60,000 people on a 
conservative estimate. This, of course, doés 
not include the numerous retail liquor deal- 
ers in the City of New York not members 
of .our .organization. Practically 1 ‘the 

property that we have is invested in our 
business.~- The aggregate amount of this 
property is very large. 

‘There is now pending at Albany a bill 
to increase the license fee for the sale of 
liquor in this city. This measure we con- 
ceive vitally affects our interests and the 
interests of those employed by us and de- 
pendent upon us, and therefore is one with 
which the people of this city have great 
concern. 

‘“‘Under these circumstances we respect- 
fully submit that it is right for us to ask 
the Chief Magistrate of our city whether 
or not he approves of such a measure. If 
such a measure is in his opinion unwise 
and unjust, it certainly is no more than 
fair that he should say so, that we might 
avail ourselves of the great influence of 
his name to defeat such a measure. Our 
purpose in seeking an interview with your 
Honor was not to endeavor to secure your 
Honor's support, if your best judgment sat- 
isfied you that ” you could not aid us. We 
desire to find out what your opinion on 
this subject is, that we ‘might get your 
help if you think as we do, and if we find 
that you do not agree with us, that we 
might lay before you some considerations 
that have perhaps not occurred to you. 

“ With all due respect, we think we are 
entitled to know where you stand on this 
proposition. Your reply to us is no answer 
to our request, but is practically a citation 
to appear before you and defend ourselves 
against charges | of felony. based upon what 
you describe as ‘ persistent rumors. What- 
ever may be done by individuals through- 
out the city we do not know, but this or- 
ganization as an organization is and will 
continue to be absolutely opposed to the 
payment of blackmail! to the police or any 


public officer. 
= We gre entirely at a loss to understand 
why ‘as a preliminary to any discussion 


¢ this subject on your part,’ we should be 
compelled to ‘submit to you proofs that 
these rumors as to the collection of such 
assessments are without foundation.’ 

“We desire to come to you to find out 
what your attitude is on this important 
matter, and to submit to you considerations 
that might assist you in reaching a con- 
clusion on it if you have not already done 
so, and you reply to us in substance that 
it is rumored that we levy large sums for 
the payment of blackmail, and that we, 
charged as doing this by nothing better 
than public rumor, are to be called upon to 
prove our innocence of these charges, be- 


fore vou are willing to confer upon a mat- 
ter vitally affecting upward of 60,000 peo- 
ple in this city. 

, ‘We submit. Mr» Mayor, that this is 
neither fair play nor courageous. We beg 
that vou may speedily appoint a time at 
which our committee may wait upon you 


and learn your attitude ifn ‘Tegard to this 
measure, and, if your mind is not made up, 
present to you such proper considers ations 
as may influence your judgment.” 





LIQUOR TAX BILL REPORTED. 


N. ¥.. March 19.—The request 
Lindinger of the New York 
Wine, Liquor and Beer Dealers’ Assoctia- 
tion for an additional hearing on _ the 
amendment to the liquor tax law advancing 
fees 50 per cent. was denied by the Com- 
mittee on Taxation and Retrenchment of 
the Senate to-day, and the bill was report- 
ed favorably in the Senate, with only one 
amendment, and that not radical. 
President Lindinger, together with the 
brewers and representatives of the saloon 
interests, pleaded on Wednesday night for 
an opportunity to bring Mayor Low of New 
York before the legis committees, 

“T am sure,” Mr. Lindinger, “ that 
we can get the Mayor to protest against 
this bill, as did Mayor Kline of Syracuse.” 


And when Senator Green, Chairman of 
the committee, refused to give any definite

consent, Mr. Lindinger_remarked: 
“You are -letting Mayor Low down 
pretty easy. 


The bill as reported contains only one 
change, and that simply preserves the orig- 
inal feature of the law relative to the bor- 
oughs of the greater City of New York, 
maintaining the same ratio of exise taxes 
as is in force at present, so that saloon 
keepers in the Bronx do not have to pay 
as high as those in Brooklyn, while thore 
in Brooklyn do not pay as high as those in 


Manhattan.

MR. BOWEN IMPATIENT 
AT DELAY BY POWERS 


Sends Note to Ambassador Her- 
bert Asking Intentions. 








Rumors of a Disposition Not to Send 
Question of Preferential Treat- 
ment to The Hague. 





WASHINGTON, March 19.—Another im- 
portant chapter in the Venezuelan contro- 
versy developed to-night. Impelled by the 
persistent reports which have been circu- 
lated that there might be a disposition on 
the part of the allied powers to settle di- 
rectly with President Castro the question 
of the payments of the claims of their 
citizens against Venezuela, coupled with 
the exasperating delay in settling the addi- 
tional protocols, Herbert W. Bowen, Vene- 
zuela’s Plenipotentiary, has made an effort 
to obtain positive information from the 
allies as to their intentions in the premises. 

With this purpose in view, to-night he 
addressed to Sir Michael Herbert, the Brit- 
ish Ambassador at Washington, a polite 
note, calling attention to the delay of about 
a month and to the rumors that have been 
current that the powers are not disposed to 
send the question of preferential treatment 
to The Hague. Mr. Bowen urged it as de- 
sirable that some declarations should be 
made by the allies as to what they will do. 

According to the terms of the protocol 
signed by Mr. Bowen with Germany, Great 
Britain, and Italy on Feb. 13, 30 per cent. 
of the customs receipts of the ports of La 
Guayra and Puerto Cabello were to be paid 
over to the representative of the Bank of 
England at Caracas for the satisfaction of 
the claims against Venezuela pending the 
decision of The Hague tribunal, and the 
customs receipts were to be paid out in ac- 
accordance with the decision of that tri- 
bunal on thé question of preferential treat- 
ment. 

The first allotment of customs receipts 
was to be paid on April 1, covering the 
receipts for March. As this time is near at 
hand, and there does not seem to be any 
disposition on the part of the allies to pro- 
ceed with any dispatch with the prepara- 
tion of The Hague protocols, Mr. Bowen 
does not think that Venezuela should be 
bound to pay the 30 per cent. provided for 
in the protocol of Feb. 13, if The Hague 
protocol is not signed before April 1, and 
took that position in the note to Sir Mi- 
chael Herbert. 

Mr. Bowen feels there should be a def- 
inite understanding respecting the ‘tnten- 
tions of the allies as to The Hague protocol 
before April 1, when the first installment 
of customs receipts of the two ports is to 
be set aside as provided for. Venezuela 
has devised a means for meeting the issue 
in case of default by consenting that Bel- 
gian officials are to be placed in charge 
of the customs, and the purposes of the 
allies, he thinks, should be stated definitely. 

If The Hague protocols were not signed 
and the allies determined hereafter to deai 
directly with Mr. Castro, then the question 
would arise as to what should be done wiih 
the money paid to the representative of the 
Bank of England on Apri] 1 from the cus- 
toms receipts of the two ports named. 

The — is made that that official 
being in the employ of the British Govern- 
ment; the spencer. might be retained py hir. 
to satisfy the claims of Great Britain, and 
in this way they -would secure an advan- 
tage over other equally meritorious claim- 
ants. 

The note of Mr. Bowen, it is believed 
here, will bring the whole question to an 
issue promptly and terminate the indecision 
which now apparently obtains as to just 
what the intentions of the various allied 
Governments are in the matter of settling 
their claims. 


SYNDICATE’S NEW OFFER 
FOR VENEZUELA’S DEBT. 


Mr. Seligman Has Made Banking Com- 
bination International—Mr. Bowen 
Opposes the Project. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—The interna- 
tional syndicate, headed by the Seligmans, 
has renewed on a larger scale than at its 
first venture the offer to assume Vene- 
zuela’s debts to the powers on conditions. 
I. N. Seligman has been in Washington 
two days in that pursuit. He visited the 
White House and has communicated with 
some members of the diplomatic body. 
With him is associated Mr. Salomonsohn, 
representative of the Discount Bank of 
Berlin, which is the largest individual cred- 
itor of Venezuela. 

Mr. Seligman also has made arrange- 
ments to affiliate in the floating of the 
Venezuelan debt with the banking firm of 
Speyer & Co. of London, so that, instead of 
being a purely American syndicate, as at 
first supposed, the new partnership will 
have an international cast. 

It is understood that the demand is not 
now made for a guarantee by the United 
States Government that these investors 


shall recover their money from Venezuela 
when the loan becomes due. It is said that 
the action of the United States in signing 
a protocol with Mr. Bowen providing fo 
the settlement of American claims up to 
this time has satisfied Mr. Seligman that 
when the time comes he, like any other 
ereditor, can ask the State Department 
to aid him in collecting his money if jus- 
tice is denicd him in Venezuela. The Pres- 
ident therefore is not asked to make any 
specific promise, as was the case c uring the 
first overtures, when he promptly refused 
to bind this Government, as proposed by 
the syndicate. But while the syndicate 
has not renewed its request as _ first 
made, it does want some visible exhibition 
of the interest of the United States in this 
matter—something that might connect the 
United States Government with the enter- 
prise. It wants an American to be ap- 
pointed an agent and stationed im Caracas 
to manage the redemption of the loan and, 
if necessary, to collect a certain proportion 
of the customs receipts. 

It is believed this proposition is at- 
tractive to both England and Germany, 
for if it were accepted Venezuela could 
pay her creditors within a few days, and 
the disagreeable necessity of adjusting the 
question of preferential payments would 
vanish. : j 

Secretary Hay being absent, it cannot be 
said that tke proposition has been fairly 
laid before this Government, but it has 
been broached in a suggestive shape, and 
Mr. Seligman left Waehington to-day, ex- 
pecting to return in about two weeks, 
when, if conditions are auspicious and the 
officials, after thinking the matter over, 
ate inclined favorably, he may put the 
proposition in concrete form. 

Mr. Bowen does not favor the proposi- 
tion, and as nis powers are uhHmited in 
Washington, it is apparent that it can 
come to nothing unless the principals fina 
some way to induce President Castro, at 
Caracas, to act in person. Mr. Bowen 
made this pretty clear to-day to Mr. Selig- 
man when the latter called on him. 
~The success of the undertaking might 
mean the advancement to Venezuela by the 
syndicate of probably more than $50,000,- 
000, as the syndicate has figured out at 
$45,000,000 the probable total amount of 
claims that Venezuela will have to pay the 
foreign creditors, and additional amounts 
must be allowed for expenses and for not 
less than 10 per ceat. commissions to the 
syndicate.

BUFFALO, March 19.—Albert A. Hart-

Mrs. Burdick, was seen to-day with refer- 
ence to the reported injury or illness of 
Mrs. Hull. 

‘Mrs. Hull is in her usual health,” he 


said. .‘‘She has not been ill or injured. 
The man Allen, at the house, is a clerk sta- 
tioned with instructions to refuse informa- 
tion.

BAR OF GOLD DISAPPEARED. 


Valued at $23,500, It Vanished from Of- 
fice of the Dominion Express 
Company at Detroit. 


DETROIT, March 19.—A bar of gold val- 
ued at $23,500 disappeared after being 
brought here in the express car of Wabash 
Train No. 4, which arrived at the Union 
Station from the West at 8 o'clock and 
left for Buffalo at midnight. The gold was 
in charge of the Dominion Express Com- 
pany and it is beiieved was consigned to 
the mint at Philadelphia.

LUMBERMEN LEAVE WISt WISCONSIN. 


Badger State's ‘Timber Interests Mov- 
ing West and South—Millions 
of Capital Gone. 
Special to The New York Times. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 19.—Wiscon- 
sin has lost her supremacy as queen of the 
pine forests. To-day the formal announce- 
ment was made that one of the largest 
timber operators in the Northern woods, 
together with the last of the great lumber- 
men of Minnesota, had practically closed 
out his interests in this State, to embark on 
new ventures in the Far West. Other 
lumbermen had preceded, some to the Pa- 
cific Coast, with its wealth of red wood 
and white pine, others to the as yet virgin 
forests of the South. 

E. L. McCormick of Hayward, this State, 
whose holdings in Wisconsin pine lands and 
properties aggregate a yalue of $4,000,000, 
to-day announced that with the close of 
this season he would leave Wisconsin for 


Seattle. With him will go Frederick Wey- 
erhaeuser, Whose interests in Northern 
Wisconsin, Michigan, and Minnesota al- 


most ecual those of all other lumbermen 
combined. The two men plan to repeat 
their campaign of forestry in Washington, 
Oregon, and California. 

Within the last two years it is estimated 
that $20,000,000 capital has left Wisconsin 
forests for the West or the South. No less 
than a dozen great lumbering companies 
have abandoned Wisconsin for the fresher 
forests... For many of these companies Mr. 
McC ‘ormick will be the agent in the West, 
and with Mr. Weyerhaeuser will establish 
a bank at Seattle, from which as a centre 
the interests of the lumbermen will be 
managed.

Miss Mabel Jacobs of Harlem Weds 
the Cuban President’s Son. 








Awaiting Message of Forgiveness from 
Havana After a Clandestine Mar- 
riage in January. 





While José Palma, son of T. Estrada 
Palma, President of the new Republic of 
Cuba, was seeking a means of communica- 
tion with his father with a view to notify- 
ing him of the fact that he has a daughter- 
in-law, the facts of the clandestine mar- 
riage were made public yesterday through 


some agency that was unknown to the 
bride. 

The young Mrs. Palma was Miss Mabel 
Jacobs, the daughter of David C. Jacobs, 
a“ tobacco importer, who lives at 362 West 
One Hundred and Twenty-first Street. Mr. 
Jacobs had no knowledge of the marriage 
until yesterday afternoon, when, through 
the efforts of the bride and her two sym- 
pathizing sisters, he was brought to a state 
of mind that permitted the usual blessing 
to one representative of the happy pair. 

Young Mr. Palma was an absentee, he 
having departed for Washington a week 
“go to-night, with the purpose of interest- 
ing the Cuban Ministey, Gonzales de Que- 
sada, a friend and comrade of his father 
during the Cuban war, in the reconcilia- 
tron plans. After Mr. Palma left New 
York he was busy in Washington, but, 
although the bride and bridegroom com- 
municated twice a day, the notice of the 
forgiveness of President Palma had not 
arrived yesterday. 

The first news of the marriage was re- 
ceived by the father of the bride yesterday 
afternoon, but Mr. Jacobs accepted the sit- 
uation and took occasion to warn the re- 
maining Misses Jacobs that when they had 
determined to marry they should let him 
know in advance. hat brought forth the 
knowledge that a ‘younger daughter, Miss 
Vera Jacobs, had determined on an elope- 
ment, but Miss Vera, in view of the new 
family rules, agreed to set her plans aside 
and conform with her father’s wishes. 

The first elopement, according to Mrs. 
Palma, was more the result of circum- 
stances than of the wish for a clandestine 
marriage. The bride is nineteen years of

Says His Selection as Democratic Lead- 
er in the Senate Is a Regrettable 
Reactionary Victory.

LINCOLN, Neb., March 19.—In a long 
editorial in to-morrow’s Commoner W. J. 

Bryan will say: 

‘‘The Commoner chronicles with regret 
what may fairly be considered the most 
important victory scored by the reaction- 
ary element in the Democratic Party, 
namely, the selection of Mr. Gorman as 
Democratic leader in the Senate. There is 
not a single reform for which Mr. Gorman

IRA D. SANKEY IS BLIND. 


Slight Hope of “Sight for the Singing 
- Evangelist. 





Fur- 





Ira D. Sankey, the associate of the late 
Dwight L. Moody, the famous singing evan- 
gelist, who recently lost the sight of his left 
eye, has now become wholly blind. A state- 
ment to this effect was made last night by 
I, Allan Sankey, a son of the evangelist, 
at the Sankey home, 148 South Oxford 
Street, Brooklyn. Mr. Sankey is at his 
home and, besides the members of his fam- 
ily, is being cared for by two trained nurses. 

Although they were not unprepared for it, 
the news last night of Mr. Sankey’s total 
blindness proved a great shock to his friends 
in Brooklyn. Dr. Richard Kalish, the ocu- 
list who is attending the evangelist, holds 
out some slight hope that sight in a mode- 
rate degree will be restored to Mr. Sankey’s } 
right eye; but the belief obtains generally 
among the friends of the evangelist that 
his days of active evangelistic work are | 
over. Mr. Sankey’s general health, which | 
had become impaired, is said to be slowly 
improving; but it is believed that the condi- 
tion of his eyes will prevent him from re- 
suming his tours. 

Mr. Sankey’s loss of sight is due to cor- 
gestive glaucoma. In the opinion of Dr. 
Kalish, this condition was brought about 
by physical exhaustion from overwork. 

fhe disease is due to an increase in tho 
tension of the eyeball, which, if not re- 
duced, causes wasting of the optic nerve 
and abolition of sight. About nine months 
ago Mr. Sankey came home from a tour 
broken in health. He had worked hard 
and overtaxcd his strength. He had been 
ailing before that time, but felt that it 
was his duty to keep up his work as long 
as possible and could not be persuaded tuo 
suspend it until the collapse came. 

When Mr. Sankey realized that his eye- 
—_ was failing he called in Dr. Kalish, 

o found it necessary to perform an 
operation. The pain was relieved, but 
when his lost sight failed to come 
back to him the family and _ friends 
of the famous partner of Mr. Moody began 
to fear that if he did not become wholly 
blind he would be able to see only dimly 
at best. Dr. Kalish found that the left 
eye did not respond to treatment, but he 
was hopeful that the sight of the right eye 
would not be wholly lost. 

lt was admitted, however, by the family 
last night that the sight of the right eye 
had also failed two weeks ago, and that 
since that time Mr. Sankey had been en- 
tirely blind. 

A fact which adds to the pathos of the 
case. of the famous evangelist and hymn 
writer is that Mr. Sankey himself does not 
fully realize the seriousness of his condi- 
tion, and believes his affliction to be only 
temporary. With characteristic tenderness 
and concern he has been most anxious that 
his frienfs and the public generally should 
not know of his affliction, and he is said 
to believe that his true condition is not 
known_to them. 

r. Sankey is now sixty-four years old. 
He has been engaged in evangelistic work 
since 1874. In that year he met Dwight. L. 
Moody at the convention of_ the oung 
Men's Christian Association in Indianapolis, 


and several months later became associat- 
ed with him 


TO CONTROL AUTOMOBILES. 


Connecticut Legislature Likely to Pass 
Measures Governing the Use of 
Motor Vehicles.

HARTFORD, Conn., March 19.—Repre- 
sentatives from towns along the Connecti- 
cut shore came to this Legislature com- 
plaining that they had suffered much from 
automobilists from New York to Provi- 
dence, who went at a high rate of speed. 
Representative Warren of East Lyme in- 
troduced a bill imposing severe restrictions 
and limiting spegd to eight miles an hour. 
After many hearings the Committee on 
Public Health and Safety has reported two 
substitute bills, which are likely to pass. 

One bill provides that each owner of a 
motor vehicle must file with the State Sec- 
retary a full description of his machine and 
must obtain a number, which shall be 


painted conspicuously on the machine with } 
the initial of the State in characters three 
inches high. The cost of registering shall 
be $1. Persons from outsidé the State must 
comply with the laws of their States and 
have displayed the initial letters of their 
States. They nee@ not register. The other 
bill limits the speed to fifteen miles an 
hour outside city limits and to twelve miles 
inside city limits. Vehicles must slow down 
and signal at all street corners and cross- 
ings and on approaching horses, and if the 
horses are frightened the ey must stop. The 
venalty under the first’bill is from $5 to 
gs 5 fine, and under the second $200 or thir- 
ty days in n prison, or both.

SENATE AATIFIES 
THE CUBAN TREATY 


Final Vote of 50 to 16 on the 
Amended Convention. 








Adjournment Sine Die After a Wrangle 
Over the Publication of Speeches 


On the Canal Treaty.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Amended so 
that it must be referred to both houses of 
Congress at the coming regular session, 
and in other respects, the Cuban treaty was 
ratified by the Senate to-day. Most of the 
day was spent in debate, but at 8 o'clock 


voting began, and after it was over the 
Senate adjourned sine die. 

Although only a two-thirds vote wag 
needed for ratification, there was a three- 


fourths vote in its favor, the result being 
50 to 16. On the final roll the Senators were 
thus aligned:

Immediately after the doors of the Sen- 
ate were closed for the executive Session 
@ few minutes after 11 o'clock to-day Sen- 
ator Foster (Dem., La.,) took the floor to 
make a set speech in opposition to the 
treaty. He spoke for about two hours and 
a half. 

In the main his speech was \an appeal for 
the protection of the American sugar-pro- 
ducing industry. He spoke especially for 
the cane sugar interests of Louisiana, but 
said that while the sugar interest was of 


paramount importance in his own State on 
account of the cane produced there, the 
beet industry had grown to such propor- 
tions that many other portions of the Union 
also were coming to have a very pro- 
nounced interest in the making of sugar. 

He drew a graphic picture of present con- 
ditions in Louisiana, and said that if the 
treaty should be ratified the result was 
liable to be very disastrous to many of his 
constituents. He appealed to Senators from 
North and South alike to refrain from in- 
flicting this hardship upon his people. 

Mr. Foster also made the point that there 
was nothing to prevent the introduction of 
Chinese coolie labor into Cuba, and_ sald 
that if such labor should be introduced 
American labor could not compete with it. 

Other speeches in opposition to the treaty 
were made by Senators Berry and Car- 
mack, while Senator Simmons of North 
Carolina spoke in support of it. Senator 
Berry based his opposition on the amend- 
ment offered by the Committee on Foreign 
Relations providing against any further 


reduction by treaty of the duty on sugar 
while the treaty remains in force. Senator 
Carmack opposed the convention on gen- 


eral principles, declaring that it was con- 
trary to our theory of government. 
DEFENDED BY A DEMOCRAT. 
Senator Simmons was the only Democrat 
who made a speech in advocacy of ratifi- 
cation. He replied at some length to the 
speech of Senator Foster, declaring for the 


treaty as a means of promoting friendly 
relations between the United States and 

‘uba. 

He said that he spoke for the United 
States, and not for Cuba, declaring he did 
not accept the theory that the United 
States is under any obligations to Cuba, 
as we had done all for the Cubans that 


any nation could be expected to do for an- 
other. He believed, however, that with the 
ratification of this convention Cuba's pros- 
perity would be materially enhanced, and 
that on account of the improved feeling on 
the part of the Cubans our exportations 
to Cuba, which now amount to about 828,- 
000,000 annually, would soon be doubled. 

He refused to accept the theory that the 
American sugar-producing industry would 
be injured by adopting the reciprocal rela- 
tions proposed, and contended that the only 
advantage Cuba would have over the Un.t- 

ed States in the production of sugar would 
be found in the fact that the Cuban soi! is 
somewhat better adapted to that industry, 
Even after the reduction proposed the — 
on Cuban sugar would amount to 64 
cent. ad valorem and he was satisfied t at 
the rate would be sufficient to maintain the 
industry in the United States. 

On the conclusion of Mr. Simmons's 

eech voting began The Committee on 
a Relations announced, through Sen- 
ator Cullom, its Chairman, the acceptance 
of two amendments in addition to those al- 
ready recommended by the committee. 

The first of these would increase the rate 
of reduction 30 per cent. on flour, cornmeal, 
and corn imported into Cuba from the 
United States. oom Nelson spoke yes- 
terday in support of &n amendment along 
these lines and Senator Burton perfected it. 
The other was suggested by Senator Bacon 
and fixed a uniform reduction of 30 per 
cent. on American cotton -goods imported 
into Cuba. 

The only yea and nay vote taken on the 
committee amendments was on that adopt- 
ed some time ago by the committee at the 
instance of the beet sugar Republicans pro- 
viding against further treaty reduction of 
the duty on sugar imported into the United 
States for the next five years or while the 
treaty remains in force. A division was 
called for on this amendment and it was 
sustained by a vote of 44 to 22, the nega- 
tive votes being cast by Democrats. 

The other committee amendments, inchud- 
ing those accepted to-day, and the amend- 
ment making the approval of the entire 
Congress necessary to render the treaty 
effective, were then adopted. 

aiuie Democrats offered several amend- 
ments, but they were all defeated by a 
strict party vote. One offered by Senator 
McEnery was to strike out Article 6 of the 
treaty. which makes specific declaration 
against the granting of any concession to 
American tobacco imported into Cuba. An- 
other provided for the admission of Ameri- 
can rice into Cuba free of duty nator 
Foster er one providing that the 
treaty shall not go into effect untjl Cuba 
shall accept the Chinese exclusion laws of 
the United States. 

Senator Newlands withdrew his amend- 
ment authorizing the United States to issue 
an invitation to Cuba to enter the Union 
and become a State thereof, but gave notice 
that he would renew it when the question 
of approving the treaty should come up in 


‘the next regular session. 


After the various Democratic amendments 
had been defeated the vote was taken on 
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the motion to ratify, which was made by 
Senator Cullom, and the presiding officer 
announced that the convention had been 
ratified. * 


WRANGLE OVER CANAL SPEECHES. 


The final scene in the Senate after the 
ratification of the treaty was one the like 
of which was never before witnessed in the 
Senate. While the committee to notify the 
President that the Senate had completed 


the work for which it was called in special 
session was on the way to the White House 
a discussion arose over the publication of 
all the speeches on the Panama treaty in 
The peomprousianas Record. 7 

Thus far there has been authorization 
only for the printing of the speeches of 
Senator Morgan and Senator Cullom.

Mean Senators were quick to resent this 
proposition and to foresee the havoc it 
would work with the treaty itself when the 
disclosures made in the various speeches 
should be read in Colombia. They protest- 
ed vigorously, and there was a long and 

ce wrangle over the matter. 

It was finally settled by an agreement 
made on the suggestion of Senator Gorman 
that all the speeches should be printed in 
The Record, but not until after the treaty 
had been ratified by the Colombian Con- 

ss. 

With the return: of the committee and 
the announcement that the President had 
no further communication to make to the 
Senate the special session was declared by 
President Frye adjourned sine die and the 
doors were opened. This is the first time 
in many years that the Senate has taken a 
final adjournment behind closed doors. 

Before the executive session the Senate 
authorized the Committee on Territories to 
sit during the recess to consider proposed 
bills relative to the District of Alaska and 
to meet at such time and place or places 
as the Chairman may designate. 

Mr. Morgan introduced a resolution, which 
Ttecites that it is the duty of the United 
States to take action that will cause the 
abuses of the powers. of taxation to cease; 
that there should be free trade between the 
United States and the insular possessions; 
that the interest-bearing debt should be 
extinguished; that corporations employed 
for the purpose of monopoly are subject to 
the control of Congress, and that Congress 
should make vigorous use of such powers. 


EFFECT OF THE TREATY, 


Mutual Reductions in Tariff Duties 
Which Shall Be Preferential as 
Against Other Nations. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—The Cuban 
treaty ratified to-day by the Senate was 
negotiated in Havana Dec. 11, 1902, between 
Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, representing the 
United States, and Sefiors Carlos de Zaldo 
and José M. Garcia Montes, representing 
Cuba. The Senate made several amend- 
mentg to it. 

As ratified to-day, it provides that all 
merchandise produced by either country 
which now enters the other duty free shall 
continue free of import duties. All other 
Cuban products imported into the United 
Etates shall enter at a reduction of 20 per 
cent. from the rate of duty imposed by 
the United States on such articles of mer- 
chandise. All imports into Cuba from the 
United States not entitled to free entry 
shall be given a reduction of 20 per cent., 
except those for which a greater reduction 


is made. 

Schedule A provides that the following 
urticles shall be entitled to a 25 per cent. 
reduction from the regular tariff: ft 

Machinery and apparatus of copper oF its al- 
loys or machines and apparatus in which copper 
or its alloys enter as the component of c¢ ief 
value; cast iron, wrought iron and steel, and 
manufactures thereof; articles of crystal and

Schedule B gives a reduction of 30 per 
cent. on the folsowing articles: 

Butter, the fiour of wheat, corn, the flour of 
corn or corn meal, chemical and pharmaceutical 
products and simple drugs, malt liquors in bot- 
tles, non-alcohdlic beverages, cider, mineral 
waters, colors and dyes, window glass, complete 
or partly made up articles of hemp, flax, pita, 
ute, henequen, ramie, and other vegetable fi- 

ers now classified under the paragraphs of 
Group 2, Class V., of the customs teriff of the 
Republic of Cuba; musical instruments, writing 
aca printing paper, except for newspapers; cot- 
ton and manufactures thereof, except knitted 

oods, (sée Schedule C;) all articles of cutlery, 
oots, shoes, and slippers, now classified under 
Paragraphs 197 and 198 of the customs tariff of 
the Republic of Cuba; gold and silver plated 
ware, drawings, photographs, engravings, litho- 
graphs, chromo iithographs, oleographs, &c., 
printed from.stone, zinc, aluminium, or other 
material, used as labels, flaps, bands, wrappere 
for tobacco, or other. purposes, and all the other 
papers, (except paper for cigarettes, and ex- 
cepting maps and charts,) pasteboard and manu- 
factures thereof now classified under Paragraphs 

157 and 164, inclustye, of the customs tariff of 
the Republic of Cuba; common or ordinary 
soaps, now classified under Paragraph 105, let- 
ters “A” and “ B,” of the customs tariff of the 
Republic of Cuba; vegetables, pickled or pre- 
served in any manner; all wines, except those 
now classified under Paragraph 279 (A) of the 
customs tariff of the Republic of Cuba. 

Schedule C gives a reduction of 40 per 
cent. on the following: 

Manufactures of cotton, knitted, and all man- 
ufactures of cotton not included in the pre- 
ceding schedules; cheese; fruits, preserved; pa- 
per pulp; perfumery and essences; articles of 

ottery and earthenware now classified under 

Paragraph 20 of the customs tariff of the He- 
public of Cuba; porcelain; soaps, other than 
common, now classified under Paragraph 105 

of the customs tariff of the Republic of Cuba; 
umbrellas and parasols, dextrine and glucose, 
watches, wool and manufactures thereof, silk 
and manufactures thereof, rice, and cattle. 

It is specifically agreed that tobacco, iu 
any form, of the United States or its in- 
sular possessions shall not be given any 
concession of rebate of duty when import- 
ed into Cuba. Both countries agree that 
the rates of duty granted during the life of 
the treaty shall be preferential, as respects 

like imports from other countries. 

It is specially provided that while the 
treaty is in force no Cuban sugars shall be 
admitted into the United States at a 
greater reduction than 20 per cent. from 
the present tariff rates and that no sugar 
produced by any country other than Cuba 
shall be admitted into the United States 
by treaty or convention, while the new 
treaty is in force, at a lower rate of duty 
than that imposed by existing law. 

Prevision is made against any impair- 
ment of the effect of the treaty by means 
6f National or local taxes or charges. The 
treaty contains articles by which either 
country may @Genounce it should changes 
in the other’s tariff deprive the objecting 
nation of its tariff advantages or by giving 
six months’ notice, and a new treaty like- 
wise may be regotiated in certain events. 

If not denounced, the treaty shall con- 
tinue in effect for five years from the 
date it goes into effect, which shall be ten 
davs after exchange of ratifications. After 
five years it shall continue in effect from 
year to year until the expiration of one 
year from the date either country serves 
notice of its intention to terminate the 
treaty.

The woman sent her $2.50 and received a 
tin wheel on a board. In the circumfer- 
ence of the wheel were the letters of the 
alphabet and the figures. She was instruct- 
ed to write her letters by whirling the 
wheel around until the proper letter came 
in the desired place in the line, and then 
press it down so as to print. To write the 
thousand letters on the thing would have 
occupied the most diligent woman in Wash- 
ington the best part of a year. 

The department put detectives on the con- 
cern at once and stopped its operations. It 
now is trying to get the men behind it be- 
hind the bars also.

WITH DEATH IN TAMPA. 


President. Gompers Telegraphs a De- 
mand on the Chief of Police There 
to Protect Organizers. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—Threats of 
death against organizers of the Interna- 
tional Cigarmakers’ Union now in Tampa 
have caused Samuel Gompers, President 
of the American Federation of Labor, to 
take action, and to-day he sent this tele- 
gram: 

The Chief of Police, Tampa, Pla.: 

In the name of organized Jabor, as well as 
every liberty-loving citizen, I demand full pro- 
tection to our organizers, James Wood and James 
A. Roberts and others whose lives have been 
threatened. These men I know to be law-abiding 
eitizens and would not be guilty of an unlawful 
act. They have @ right to organize working men, 
and if necessary, in defense of their rights, to 
strike for the enforcement of them, if no other 
means of redress is afforded, The kidnapping 
and making away with a number of Tampa's 
workmen less than two years ago warrants be- 
lief that the present threat is serious and 
emanates from a capitalistic organized banditti.

Its Last Evening Concert of the 
Season in Carnegie Hall.

| The Boston Symphony Orchestra is on its 
| fifth and last visit to New

York for this 
season, and gave the first of its two con- 
certs last evening in Carnegie Hall before 
an audience that filled the auditorium, 4s 
has been the case at its previous perform- 
here this year. Mr. Gericke had 
changed the programmes from his first an- 
| nouncement of them, and played last even- 
ing Wagner's “ Faust Overture,’ Tschai- 
kowsky’s overture fanf&sy ‘‘Romeo and 
Juliet,” and, instead of a symphony, Char- 
pentier’s suite ‘‘Impressions of Italy.’ 
which has the dimensions of one, and more. 
Mme. Antoinette Szumowska was the solo- 
ist, and played Saint-Saéns’s second piano- 
forte concerto in G minor. 

The conductor and his men were in their 
most vigorous mood, and played with splen- 
did spirit and eloquence and with a truly 
remarkable fertility of resource in showing 
forth the significance of the imaginative 
qualities of the music. It was all music 
of the most modern mold, all “ pro- 
gramme music,’ all romantic in its ten- 
dency, and all peculiarly dependent upon 
the possession by its interpreters of simi- 
lar imaginative qualities. Mr. Gericke 
showed clearly his sympathy and: under- 
standing of the spirit that is essentially 
the same in it all, though manifesting itself 
in widely differing ways. 

The ‘‘ Faust”’ overture was perhaps the 
thing that least nearly approached an ideal 
interpretation; the exposition of the long- 
ing, despairing, cursing Faust, the gloom 
and passion ot his s@litude as Wagner has 
sealed it in this music, has been more elo- 
quently made. And yet within its own lines 
it was an interpretation of remarkable con- 
sistency, and in some ways of polgnant 
power. It was wonderfully brilliant in a 
technical way, especially in the matter of 
the wood wind playing. And in Tschaikow- 
sky’s broad and deeply felt ‘‘ Romeo and 
Juliet ’’ overture there was the feeling of 
the elemental tragedy, the “wind of 
*‘Death’s imperishable wing,’’ that pervades 
it; a nobly beautiful performance of one 
of Tschaikowsky‘s nobJest and most beau- 
tiful works. ; 

Charpentier’s suite haé been heard hére 
before, but not perhaps in so perfect a re- 
preduction of its vivid picturesqueness aud 
color, The French composer has advanced 
rapidly into fame through the attention 
that has recently been paid to his opera of 

Louise ’’ in Germany as well as in France, 
which may account for the renewed atten- 
tion that is given to this composition. It 
was first performed in ‘the United States 
some ten years ago 

It is the fruit of his sojourn in Italy as a 
Roman prizeman of the Conservatoire of 
Paris, and it bears every evidence of its 
sincerity and vividness in transcribing im- 
pressions of actual life. It is programme 
music of a more pictorial kind than the two 
pieces that preceded it upon the pro- 
ramme, and, while there is an abundance 
n it of Beethoven's ‘expression of feel- 
ing,’’ it may be doubted whether there is 
not even more of the “ painting ’”’ than he 
thought should be subordinated in music 
of this kind. 

The composer has succeeded not only in 
gaining realistic effects, as {n the repre- 
sentation of the trotting mules, in the sec- 
ond movement, but also in calling up and 
clearly defining a mood, and in filling his 
music with atmosphere and color. It is 
music generally interesting, often charming, 
and sometimes really beautiful in and of 
itself; and, though it fs in truth dependent 
upon its “programme” for its full signifi- 
cance, and is thereby weakened in its ap- 
peal to the specifically musical sympathies 
of the listeners, it is still able to stand for 
much as music and is highly effective, 
The playing of it was exceedingly fine and 
full of spirit, contrast, and marny-hued 
tonal gorgeousness. ' 

Mme. Szumowska’s art is more effective- 
ly displayed in the smaller frame of the 
recital hall than in a concerto with orches-' 
tra. Something of the refinement, charm, 
and fragile beauty of her style is lost in 
the larger hall. And while she played the 
concerto with warmth and finished béauty 
of phrasing and of tone, it lacked in im- 
posing breadth in the first movement, and 
in some of the incisiveness that belongs 
to it. Mme. Szumowska was most.warmly 
greeted by an audience that holds in high 
esteem the rare qualities of her playing.

SCHMITTBERGER - LEADS RAID. 


The Inspector Stops a Performance in 
Ruppiner Hall and Makes 
Five Arrests. 


Consternation reigned among 500 men in 
Ruppiner Hall, at 70 East Fourth Street, 
last night, when a big man pushed his way 
through the crowd to a small stage in the 
rear of the room and announced that every 
one‘in the place was to consider himself 
under arrest. This man proved to be In- 
spector Schmittberger, and at the time he 
took the stage a young woman, billed as 
‘La Tosca."’ had taken her place on the 
Stage to edify the audience with a dance. 

When Inspector Schmittberger appeared 
on the stage with ‘‘ La Tosca’’ a dozen or 
more men who were in the audience got up 
and displayed shields showing that they 
were police officers and the crowd took 
their predicament philosophically, and 
made no effort to escape.

WHERE DOCTORS DISAGREED. 


Lively Dispute at the Academy of Medi- 
cine Over the Subject of Typhoid 
Fever in Infants. 


Physicians who attended the meeting of 
the New York Academy of Medicine last 
night heard, besides the general scientific 
discussion of the subject of typhoid fever 
in infants, an animated dispute between 
two of the speakers as to whether or not 
the disease is becoming more common, The 
two men who engaged in the colloquy were 


Dr. J. P. C. Griffith of. Philadelphia and Dr. 
William P. Northrup of the New York 
Foundling Hospital. It appears they had 
expressed their divergent opinions and 
convictions on the subject before. 

The war of words last night followed a 
paper by Dr. Griffith, in which he said 
that typhoid in children was “ far less rare 
than ordinarily supposed,” and he pro- 
nounced it ‘a distinctly dangerous dis- 
ease.”” He cited statistics of cases to 
prove his_ position. 

“I hardly know what ‘to reply to Dr. 
Northrup,”’ said Dr. Griffith. ‘tI hardly 
knew whgt he was talking about. I doubt 
very much if he knew himself what he was 
talking about. I told him before we came 
in here that I would not care what he said 
about what I said, but that I might object 
to what he sald he said I said," 

Dr. Northrup affirmed that the statistics 
Dr. Griffith had quoted were unreliable 
and unfairiy selected. Dr. Griffith had 
eliminated in his paper the statistics that 
had been compiled by Dr: Northrup and 
others at the New York Foundling Hos- 
pital, Which statistics, Dr. Northrup said, 
showed that there had not been one case of 
typhoid In children at that hospital in 
twenty-five years. 

He said that Dr. Griffith’s use of statis- 
tics proved that there was some reafon in 
the old story of the man who was called 
* Statistics '’ because he “ was such a Har.”’ 
“Further academic discussion,’’ he con- 
cluded ‘is simply ridiculous.”’ 

Other physicians who spoke also differed 
in their opinions as to whether typhoid 
among children was increasing materially.

JAS. R. KEENE’S TAX DISPUTE. 


He Refuses to Pay on the Ground of 
Non-Residence—The City to Make 
a Test Case. 


James R, Keene has started a legal battle 
with the City of New York. Mr. Keene 
owes $1,737.99 for personal taxes due in 
1901, which he declares have not been legal- 
ly assessed because he is a resident of 
Hempstead, Nassau County. He is also 
said to have a residence in this city at 569 
Fifth Avenue, and the Bureau for the Col- 
lection of the Arrears of Personal Taxes 
has decided to make the matter a test case. 

The first move in the contest was the 
serving of a notice on Mr. Keene a few 


days ago that if he did not pay he would 
have to stand an examination in ra 
mentary proceedings. Lawyers for ? 
Keene soon after called at the office of 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Martin Saxe 
and declared that Mr. Keene intended to 
fight the matter out in the courts. This 
information was pleasing to the city of- 
ficials for many reasons. Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Goldman said. yesterday: 

“There has been handed down by the 
gopemese Division a decision which the tax 
dodgers of New York City should read with 
earé. The courts have decided that the 
lawyers of the Corporation Counsel have 
the right to call those persons who fail to 
pay personal taxes and to conduct a full 
examination. This does not mean that we 
are entitled to make a cursory. examination 
and accept any statements which may be 
made as to the place of residence or amount 
of sroperty, We have the right in these 
proceedings fo make the examination a 
most searching one. I am inclined to the 
opinion that.-very,.few of New York's 
wealthy citizens will care to undergo this 
ordeal and will willingly pay their taxes. 
In this examination the person who. owes 
the taxes must appear in person.”’ 

The far-reaching effect of the decision of 
the Court of Appeals in reference to the 
right of. the lawyers under Corporation 
Counsel Rives in the Bureau for the Collec- 
tion of Arrears of Personal Taxes has not 
been fully understood. The Tax Commis- 
sioners have to accept statements made by 
persons who call to sécure a reduction of 
or to ‘‘swear off" personal taxes, and if 
a man of wealth declares that he resides in 
Newport the Tax Commissioners say th 
are powerless to prove otherwise, althoug 
they know the man has his business and 
residence all the year in this city. 

Under this decision the Tax Commission- 
ers may refuse to accept statements of 
wealthy persons as to their actual resi- 
dence, and when their personal taxes are in 
arrears it will be possible to put them 
through a searching examination as to 
where they really live. 


STURGIS ASKED TO EXPLAIN. 


Mayor Low’s Letter Accompanying the 
Charges Made Against the Fire Com- 
missioner by Controljler Grout. 


Mayor Low yesterday sent a letter to 
Controller Grout acknowledging the receipt 
of the charges against Fire Commissioner 
Sturgis that he had violated Section 419 of 


the charter in spending more than $40,000 
on fire houses in Brooklyn without public 
letting. Mayor Low also transmitted ta 
Fire Commissioner Sturgis the charges 
made by Controller Grout with the follow- 
ing letter: 

The Hon. Thomas Sturgis, Fire Commissioner. 

Dear Sir: I hand you, herewith, a letter re- 
ceived by me from the Controller, dated March 
17, 1903, together with the documents to which 
it refers, 

I need not point out to you the gravity of the 
issue thus raised, In view of the importance of 
the matter, 1 request that you go over, with 
the Corporation Counsel, the details affecting 
each engine house referred to, where the sum 
total of expenditure has been in excess of $1,000. 
I think the determination on the merits should 
rest upon the opinion of the Corporation Counsel 
as to each case in detail, rather than upon his 
opinion on a practice in the abstract. 

In the meanwhile, I shall be glad to receive 
from you, at your early convenience, an ex- 
planation of your failure to ask for the ruling 
of the Corporation Counsel upon the propriety 
of your procedure in the matter of the repairs 
referred to, until after the repairs had been 
ordered, and the procedure itself had become a 
subject of criticism by the Controller. Yours, 
very truly, ETH LOW, Mayor. 


WRIGHT MUST STAY IN JAIL. 


Application That He Be Admitted to 
Ball Denied—Talk of a Writ of 
Habeas Corpus. 


Whitaker Wright, accused of colossal 
swindles in England, must stay in Ludlow 
Street Jail, United States Commissioner 
Alexander having yesterday denied the ap- 
plication of Maurice Untermyer, his coun- 


sel, that he be admitted to bail. The Com- 
missioner ruled that there was no precedent 
for bailing the prisoner and asked who 
would collect the bond in case of a forfeit- 
ure. The United States could not, he said, 
not having been injured. 

Mr. Untermyer then pleaded with the 
Commissioner to take his client to an Eng- 
lish steamship and there discharge him, so 
that he could be returned to England forth- 
with. This used to be done a generation 
ago, but the Commissioner said the practice 
was now obsolete. Mr. Untermyer said he 
might apply to the United States Circuit 
for a writ of habeas corpus. 

Wright, who has been ill since his con- 
finement, was reported as much better 
yesterday and his keepers said he appeared 
to be suffering mainly from nervousness,

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SAYS GROSS RENDERED 
MANY RAIDS FUTILE 


Bissert Alleges the Inspector Or- 
dered Him to “ Tip Off” Places. 


Threatened to Have Him Transferred 
for Not Acting in Time in One Case, 
He Asserts—Testimony of 
Other Witnesses. 


Direct testimony by George Bissert, the 
ex-ward detective of the Fifth Street Po- 
lice Station, that Inspector Adam A. Cross, 
in anticipation of raids, had issued orders 
for the “tipping” of poolrooms known to 
be “‘right’’ or protected, and had threat- 
ened to transfer the witness for failing to 
transmit the tip in time to prevent a suc- 
cessful raid, was the conspicuous feature 
of the hearing yesterday in the trial at 
Police Headquarters of Inspector Cross be- 
fore Deputy Police Commisstoner Ebstein, 
on the charge of neglect of duty. 

J. R. Wood, the private detective, who 
began his testimony Wednesday, concluded 
his evidence relative to the existence of 
poolrooms and gaming houses in the. First 
Police Inspection District, over which In- 
spector Cross had command during the 
time of Wood's investigation. When he was 
dismissed after cross-examination’ by 
Abram I. Elkus, counsel for Inspector 
Cross, and Bissert was called, the room 
was filled to the limit of its capacity. Bis- 
sert entered trying hard to appear at ease, 
but plainly showing nervousness. In a blue 
serge suit he still looked his former part 
of a policeman, and seemed to feel it, too, 
for he made every effort to avoid the eye 
of Inspector Cross, who kept his gaze dil- 
rected steadily upon him throughout the 
proceedings. With the entrance of the ex- 
wardman, Emanuel Friend, counsel for 
Bissert, took a place beside the two repre- 
sentatives of the District Attorney's office, 
George W. Morgan and Frank Lord. 

Bissert, after being sworn, gave a_ brief 
history of his connection with the Police 
Department, which terminated in July, 
1901, almost immediately after his convic- 
tion on_the indictment for bribery. To 
questionS he answered that he knew the 
premises at 293 Bowery, where it was al- 
eged a poolroom had been conducted in 
the time covered by Bissert’s service on 
the police force. He was questioned about 
the place as closely as possible without 
reference to any act that might prejudice 
his case under the indictment for bribery, 
and related that he often visited No. 293, 
but not on business connected with the 
police regulations. For a term he visited 
the place every week, on Saturday, and 
then saw the cashier, entering by a hall- 
way that conducted him to an inner room. 
On these occasions, he said, he heard the 
calling of descriptions of races at all times 
except when there was need for unusua 
caution, and the poolroom was transfered 
to the second floor. In all, he had been a 
visitor there and knew of the poolroom for 
about three years. 

Objections were made to parts of his 
testimony in this matter, but practically 
all of it was accepted by Commissioner 
Ebstein. Mr. Morgan then dropped the sub- 
ject of the poolroom and turned his 
queries to the witness's relations with In- 
spector Cross. The testimony on this was 
as follows: 

Q.—Did you ever have any conversation with 
Adam A. Cross? A.—yYes, Sir. 

Q.—Where did these conversations take place? 
A.—At Police Headquarters, out in the hall. 

Q.—At what time was the first conversation 
held? A.—It was within a year before the time 
I was dismissed from the police force. 

Q.—What was the nature of this conversation? 
A.—I was told to report to Inspector Cross at 
Headquarters, and when I got there, met him in 
the hall, He said he had learned that there were 
some warrants to be issued. Then he instructed 
me to go ahead and find out when the warrants 
were issued, and the places they were against 
and if any of the places were “right” to tip 
them off. 

The language of the witness was accepted 
in the form he used, the understanding be- 
ing that “right” described the _—— 
which were to be protected from raids and 
that “tipping off’ meant serving notice 
that warrants were out in time to prevent 
arrests being made. 

Q.—Did you have further conversation with 
Adam A. Cross? A.—Yes, within a few days af- 
ter the talk I had with him in the hall. He 
asked me how it was that Clarendon Hall was 
not ‘‘ tipped off.’’ I told him it was tipped 
about the raid. He said he would have me 
transferred. Then he told me to go back to my 


precinct, 

Q.—Did he say Clarendon Hall? A.—He 4id not 
mention it by name, but that is the place where 
the raid was, and the place he meant. 

Q.—What did you do when Inspector Cross told 
you if the places were ‘‘right’’ to tip them 
off? A.—I went to the Fifty-seventh Street 
Court and waited around all the morning. 
Then I went away to lunch, and in the afternoon 
went back to the court and waited again. In 
the afternoon I saw some of the Parkhurst men 
talking to the Magistrate, and [— got as close 
as I could and listened. I heard the name of 
Clarendon Hall mentioned, and knew that it was 
one of the places. 

Q.—Was there any raid in the Fifteenth Pre- 
cinct that day? A.—Yes, at Clarendon Hall. 

Q.—Did your second conversation with Cross 
take place before or after the raid? A.—After. 

Q.—On the day you testified that there was a 
raid on Clarendon Hall were there any other 
raids? A.—No., 

Q.—After the second conversation with Cross 
did you have any further conversation with him? 
A.~Yes. One time Inspector Cross and Capt. 
Diamond came down to the Tombs to see me 
when I was a prisoner there, and talked to me. 
Capt. Diamond told me then that his time and 
purse were at my disposal. 

Mr. Morgan then announced that he had 
finished with the witness. Mr. Elkus en- 
tered objections to every part of Bissert’s 
testimony, and when overruled declared 
that he would not examine the witness, as 
his testimony throughout had been irrele- 
vant and immaterial and should be thrown 
out. He stated also that he would object 
to Bissert being recalled by the prosecu- 
tion, but Mr. Morgan gave notice in return 
that if he wanted Bissert he would insist 
on having him recalled. 

Paul Leitenberg, a private detective, testi- 
fied to investigations showing the existence 
of poolrooms in Inspector Cross’s district, 
arid. Orrin B. Booth, a missionary worker 
of 111 William Street, East Orange. testi- 
fied to his knowledge of disorderly houses 
in the First Inspection District, his experi- 
ence having been gained while he was con- 
ducting rescue meetings in that district. 
The last witness of the day was Mrs. Lizzie 
Bohannan of 250 West Thirty-nifith Street, 
a former resident of Stanton Street, who 
also testified concerning the disorderly 
houses that were conducted during the time 
specified in the charges of neglect of duty 
against Inspector Cross, 

The hearing was adjourned until this 
morning. 


BURGLARS CAUGHT IN THE ACT. 


Detectives Watched Three Men All 
Night as They Packed Furs to 
Take Away. 


Patient work for several days, culminat- 
ing with an all-night vigil by Detective 
Sergeants McConville, Peabody, and Clark, 
saved the entire stock of J. Rosenberg & 
Co., furriers, at 26 Waverley Place, valued 
at $10,000, from being carried off yester- 
day. At the same time they captured three 
alleged burglars, whom they dragged from 
hiding beneath heaps of bagging in the 
basement. For all this they were highiy 
complimented by Inspector McClusky, !n 
command of tne Detective Bureau, when 


mer brought their prisoners before him, at 
Police Headquarters, where they were pho- 
tographed. 

George P. Heplitz, twenty-six years old, 
according to the police an ex-convict, was 
the leader of the gang.

Commissioner Monrce Surprised by One

ALBANY, March 19.—Col. Robert Grier 
Monroe, the Commissioner of Water Sup- 
ply, Gas and Electricity of New York City, 
came to Albany to-day with his bill to 
authorize the city to establish its own elec- 
tric-lighting plant. He also appeared be- 
fore the Assembly , Cities Committee to 
Make a statement with regard to the in- 


Sinuation that without his knowledge “a 
joker’ had been inserted into his bill to 
permit the City of New York to place 


Water meters in certain defined structures 
for the purpose of preventing water waste 
in the city. 

Col. Monroe, after he had shown his bill 
for a lighting plant to Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Whitman, held a sort of cau- 


cus over the measure in the rear of the | 


Senate Chamber with Senator Elsberg and 
Assemblymen Agnew, Finch, and Wain- 
wright, and John C. Clark, Mayor Low's 
legal adviser. 

When New York members looked over 
the bill they were somewhat surprised to 
discover that it provided not only for an 
ejectric plant, but a plant which would 
manufacture gas, naphtha, or “any other 
illuminant. Col. Monroe’s attention being 
. called to this, he was even more surprised 
than the original discoverers. 


Hie said that all he meant to have pro- | 


vided for in the bill was an electric plant. 


The mistake had occurred through the per- | 
son who had drawn the bill not thoroughly ;

ULTIMATUM ON CANALS 








Senator Davis Threatens to Defeat 
the Tax Measures. 





Demands That Republicans Show Good 
Faith on Improvement Before Ad- 
ministration Bills Are Passed.

ALBANY, March 19.—Senator Davis of 


Buffalo, the Chairman of the Committee 
on Canals, has served notice on Senator 
Raines, the Republican leader, that the 


$101,000,000 Canal bill must be given prece- 
dence over the Mortgage Tax and the Ex- 
cise bill 

Owing to an incident which occurred at 
the meeting of the Committee on Judiciary 
yesterday Senator Davis became suspicious 
of the intentions of the Republican major- 
ity toward canal legislation. Some of the 
Republican members, assisted by Senator 
McCarren, were endeavoring to get out of 
the committee a canal bonding resolution 
introduced by Senator Marshall. They sent 
for Senator Raines, who was at the ex- 
cise hearing, in order that they might have 
the necessary votes. Senator Davis be- 
lieved that the purpose which animated 
those behind the resolution was to further 
complicate the canal situation. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, ‘‘ if this resolution 
is reported out there will be no tax legisla- 
tion at this session.”’ 

This threat had its effect. 
Raines and Allds weakened 
against the resolution. 

Senator Davis said to-day that it was 
his opinion that the majority, in order to 
remove all suspicion gf intended bad faith, 
should consent to have a vote taken upon 


Senators 
and voted 


the Canal bill in the Senate before either 
the Excise bill or the Mortgage Tax bill 
was passed. He even declared that he had 
not yet fully made up his mind as to 


whether he would not insist upon the Canal 


bill being voted on in both houses before 
either of the two administration bills was 
put through. 

He wiii be backed up in whatever posi- 
tion he takes by the canal advocates. It is 
quite evident that they are mistrustful of 
the promises which have been given them 
about canal legislation, and in view of the 
disposition of the anti-canal men to use 
sharp tactics, as shown in the Judiciary 
Committee yesterday, they do not intend 
to take any cnances. 

When Senator Raines was asked to-day 
what his course would be with regard to 
the notice served on him by Senator Davis, 
he said: ‘‘ No notice has been served on me 
that the Canal bill must go through in ad- 
vance of the Mortgage Tax and Excise 
bills, and all I have to say about such talk 
is that the orderly course of procedure 
will be followed.”’ 


MORTGAGE TAX BILL FINISHED. 


Gov. Odell’s Measure Presented in Both 
Houses and Hearings Will Be Given. 


ALBANY, March 19.—Gov. Odell’s Mort- 
gage Tax bil! was introduced to-day in the 
Senate by Senator Green and in the As- 
sembly by Mr. Dickinson, Chairmen of the 
Committees on Taxation and Retrench- 
ment. An extended conference was held in 
the Executive Chamber before the session 
to perfect the final details. 

The measure provides for the taxation at 
4 mills annum of all mortgages upon 
real estate in New York, except United 
States loan mortgages, mortgages owned 
the United States, or by a corporation 
associatton organized exclusively for 


religious, or educational pur- 
poses. This tax is to be assessed in the 
county where the real estate is located. 
Mortgages thus taxed are exempt from all 
other taxation. 

The tax accrues on July 1 in each year, 
beginning next July. Notice is to be given 
in September, after the Hsts are corrected, 
and the tax becomes payable on Oct. 1, at 
the office of the County Cferk or Register. 
These officials must ascertain the amount 
actually Secured by the mortgage on July 1 
each year. An appeal may be taken from 
them to the State Tax. Board. 

Particular attention has been given to 
building and loan mortgages, which run for 
a short time, so that such a mortgage will 
only pay for the part of the year in which 
it continued in existence. 

Where a mortgage rests upon property 
which is located in two or more counties 
or two or more tax districts, or contains 
property part of which is real and part per- 
sonal, the Board of Tax Commissioners are 
authcrized to determine what proportion is 
real property as compared with the total 
amount upon which the mortgage rests and 
the proportionate amount as between the 
counties and different tax districts. 

In the Senate the bill was made a com- 
mittee measure, and was referred to the 
Committee of the Whole so as to give it a 
number on the calendar. When it has that 
number to-morrow morning Senator Green 
will move its recommittal to the Committee 
on Taxation for a hearing. The same pro-

Argument Heard on Behalf of 
Northern Securities Company.

Brief Submitted for Morgan & Co. Tells 
of the Steps Leading to Forma- 
tion of Holding Company.

ST. LOUIS, March 19.—Argument for the 
Northern Securities Company in the mer- 
ger case was resumed this morning by ex- 
Judge George B. Young, in the United 
States Circuit Court for the District of 
Minnesota, sitting here. 

Mr. Young took up the reasons for which 
the Burlington system was purchased by 
the Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
Systems. He pointed out that it was essen- 
tid] to the transcontinental roads that they 
Should have some opening to the manufac- 
turing districts and the coal fields of the 
Middle West, and how that purchase would 
lead to greater trade and the settling of 
the vast unoccupied lands of the Dakotas 
and Montana. 

: He then showed how the purchase was 
completed long before the idea of a com- 
mon holding of the stock of the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern by a single 
company; that at the time, as was shown 
by the testimony of Messrs. Morgan, Hill, 
and their asSociates, the purchase of the 
Northern Pacific was such a colossal un- 
dertaking that it did not-appear possible. 

However, the raid by the Union Pacific 
interests to gain possession of the North- 
ern Pacific stock on May 9, 1900, showed 
that some action was necessary to prevent 
its recurrence. Immediately subsequent to 
that there was a meeting of the representa- 
tives of the interests, which {included the 
representatives of the Northern Pacific and 
the Union Pacific and others, whereby it 


Was agreed that a holding company should 
© formed to hold the stock of the North- 
rn Pacific Company. A 
Mr. Young pointed out that the purchase 

of stock of the Great Northern was neither 

Suggested nor contemplated, and that this 

conclusively refutes the statement of As- 

Sistant Attorney General Beck that at that 

time there was an agreement made to cre- 

ate a2 common ownership of the Great 

Northern and Northern Pacific and thus 

violate the Sherman Anti-trust act. 


DIFFERENT BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


He then went on to assert that the for- 
mation of the securities Gompany had not 
restrained or monopolized commerce, as 
each railway is managed, as required by 
Jaw, by a wholly different Board of Direc- 
tors from that of the other. He showed 
that only 2.78 per cent. of the traffic in 
the Great Northern and only 2.89 per cent. 


Of the traffic on the Northern Pacific 
could in-any degree be called competitive; 
that by the Burlington purchase the total 
traffic on that road would be immensely 
increased, and that the continuance of this 
increase could only be insured by a har- 
mionious action of both roads in regard 
te the ownership of the Burlington, and 
that could be best secured by the common 
ownership of the stock. 

''To show the absurdity of the Govern- 

ment’s charge that this holding of the 

stock by the Northern Securities Company 

Was to raise the rates, he said it should 

we noted that even if the profits should 

be increase 10 per cent. on traffic between 
competitive points that the net gain to Mr. 

iil, Mr. Morgan, and their associates col- 
léctively would be a net gain of not more 
than $17,000 per annum and ridiculed the 
iflea to gain which the Northern Securities 
was ‘formed. 

*Mr. Young then discussed the power of 
mgress over interstate commerce. [Fle 
inted out that the United States_Supreme 

Sourt decisions have held, without vari- 
ation, that Congress can regulate only that 
which directly affects interstate commerce, 
while the declaration as to who shouid 
hold the stock of corporations engaged in 
interstate business is clearly..an indirect 
regulation and not within the. jurisdiction 
of Congress, and hence the Sherman anti- 

ust act cannot apply. 

He argued in support of this contention 
that the jurisdiction of Congress is exclu- 
sive in. these matters admitting of a uni- 
form rule; that by the passing of the anti- 
trust act it was shown this is a matter ad- 
mitting of uniform rule. But if this is true, 
the States have no right to authorize or 

rohibit the consolidation of railroad lines, 
but the right of States to allow consolida- 
tion always has been permitted without 
question, and consolidations may _ be pro- 
hibited by the State, to which effect are 
the cases on which the counsel for the G@ov- 
ernment most rely. 

To show further that the Anti-Trust act 
was not intended to apply to the purchase 
a competitor, Mr. 
Young gave the history of all the larger 
Bastern railroad systems, showing that all 
ate composed of er oe parallel lines, 
yet their capital stock is owned by one of 
their constituent companies, which original- 
ly, competed with the others. 

“Tn his closing arguments Mr. Young con- 

tended that the Government is not entitled 

to maintair. this proceeding under Sections 

1 and 4 of the Sherman Anti-Trust act, nor 

has the court jurisdiction of it under these 

sections, for the conspiracy or combination 
relied on by the Government, if it ever 
éxisied, had done all it was formed to do, 
and had come to an end before the pro- 
ceeding was instituted. He contended that 
the only combination of which there is any 
evidence is the combination formed to aid 
commerce, and not to restrain it, and 
which has aided and not restrained it, and 
that the evidence shows no conspiracy to 
nopolize inter-State or foreign com- 
merce. He declared that the very general 
latiguage of the Anti-Trust act was not in- 
ed to include combinations to pur- 
chase raliways or railway shares, compet- 
ing or non-competing, nor consolidations, 
actual or “ virtual,’’ of railways. 
TRANSACTIONS WERE OPEN. 

He said the various transactions were 
made openly during the years that have 
followed the enactment of the anti-trust 
law. They were reported in the principal 
newspapers and were known to every de- 

artment of the Government and their law- 

Kanes was universally acquiesced in. 

The duty of restraining all violations of 
the anti-trust act is laid by the act in ex- 
press terms upon the Attorney General, but 
not one suit has been instituted in any of 
these cases. He asserted that there can 
have been but one reason for this, and that 
is that the present incumbent of that of- 
fice, and his predecessors abstained, be- 
cause in their judgment, such combinations 
Were not in direct restraint of inter-State 

merce, and the act had no application. 

In’ conciusion, he said that it is not to be 

imagined that even now that the Attorney 

Géneral, if he consider such combinations

HOLDING COMPANY'S POWERS. 


Yhe Northern Securities Company was, 
accordingly, organized pursuant to the laws 
of New Jersey on Nov. 13, 1901. It was or- 
ganized according to law and possesses all 
the pcewers set forth in its certificate of 


incorporation, and has full power to do 
every act which it has in fact done. The 
petition contains no.allegation to the con- 
trary. 

It having become known that the Oregon 
Short Line Company was not disinclined to 
sell its holdings of the major part of the 
Northern Pacific stock upon satisfactory 
terms as to price, the firm of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., deeming such action for the best in- 
terest of the Northern Pacific Company, 
purchased from the said Oregon Short Line 
Company all its holdings of the capital 
stock of the Northern Pacific Company 
agrecing to pay therefor partly in cash and 
partly in shares of the new company when 
formed. 

After its organization the Northern Secur- 
ities Company duly purchased all,.the shares 
of the Northern Pacific Company and of 
the Great Northern Company hereinbefore 
mentioned, including those purchased by 
the firm of J. P.. Morgan & Co., from the 
Oregon Short Line Company, for which it 
paid partly in cash and partly in its own 
shares. It also was willing to purchase the 
shares of any other shareholders of the 
Great Northern Company who desired to 
sell the same for the price cf $180 for each 
share of the Great Northern Company, pay- 
able in its own shares, and did actually 
purchase and pay for considerable amounts 
of said stock at such price, 

The foregoing states all 
facts. The petition contains 
jectives, adverbs, and conclusions which 
are unsupported by proof, and are, of 
course, without value in stating a cause of 
action, because if the acts done were law- 
ful the question of their intent is without 
importance. The only ground for relief 
pleaded in the question is that the ultimate 
effect of these transactions may be to 
diminish in some degree competition be- 
tween the railway companies, and that 
they therefore constitute a restraint of 
interstate commerce within the Federal 
statute known as the Sherman act, (26 U. 
S. Stat., 209.) This is not established ov 
the proof, and in any case would not sup- 
port the action. 

It is submitted, continues the brief, that 
the action must fail because the trans- 
actions were lawful, and if the statute ap- 
piled to them it would be unconstitutional 
because it would deprive the Securities 
Company of the right to purchase property 
and the stockholders of the railway corn- 
panies of the right both to sell their own 
shares and to acquire an interest in the 
shares of others. 


NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE. 


Corporation Suit Bill Amended and Ad- 
vanced to Third Reading in the 
House. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 19.—In the Sen- 
ate Assemblyman Scovel’s Automobile bill 
was passed, 17 to 2, after a short speech in 
opposition by President Hutthinson, who 
said that the speed of twenty miles an hour 
on country roads was too great. Mr. Hutch- 
inson during his remarks took occasion to 
deny that he had thought of using his posi- 
tion to keep the bill from coming to a final 
vote. 

The Senate defeated the bill revising the 
game laws of the State. 

In the House the bill to restrict the bring- 
ing of suits by minority shareholders of 
corporations was reported, with amend- 
ments. The amendments were adopted and 
the bill ordered to third reading. Mr. 
Treacy presented a minority report. The 
bill as amended provides that the suits may 
be brought in behalf of a corporation by 
stockholders when Directors fail to bring 
the suit if written consent is obtained from 
the holders of 20 per cent. of — stock 
instead of 50 per cent., as in the original 
bill. The amended bill also provides that 
in no instance will it be necessary to obtain 
the consent of the owner of more than a 
million dollars of stock. 

The Spring Lake Beach Purchase bill was 
passed. Both houses adjourned this after- 
noon for the week. 

The Republican Assemblymen and Sena- 
tors held a joint session this afternoon. Ex- 
Senator Robert Williams of Passaic Coun- 
ty, who was elected State Director of Rail- 
ways yesterday, sent word declining the 
piacé, and the caucus decided to elect 
Charlies Bradley, the present incumbent, 
who was defeated by Mr. Williams.

President William D. Mahon of the Inter- 
national Association of Street Railway Em- 
ployes, who is in this city, has sent an

ican Federation of Labor, asking for as- 
sistance for the trolley men who are on 
strike in Waterbury, Conn. He has ap- 


pealed through Mr. Gompers to the trades 
unions also. 

Mr. Mahon said that the injunction issued 
by courts in Waterbury attaches the bank 
accounts of every local organization in that 
city, the purpose being to prevent them 
from contributing any money to the strik- 
ers. The new wage scale put into effect by 
the company, which is one of the griev- 
ances, -he said, lowered the wages of new 
men. The company began a warfare against 
the -old men partly to destroy the union 
and partly to get new men at lower wages, 
he. declared. 

Concerning the discharge of William Bar- 
rett, President of the union oi street raij- 
road mer, he said it was for violation of a 
rule known as the. “rule of missing,"’ and 
that one day’s suspension has been the cus- 
tomary punishment for such violation. 

The strike was declared, Mr. Mahon said, 
only after repeated efforts had been made 
to get the manager of the company to re- 
instate Barreit, recognize the union, or 
grant some of the demands. The reports 
of lawlessness in Waterbury were greatiy 
exaggerated, he said, and the murder of 
Policeman Mendelssohn, who was killed by 
masked men, cannot be charged to organ- 
izea labor. 

** Mendelssohn was a member of ithe 
Woodworkers’ Union,” he said, ‘‘and a 
Gelegate to _the Central Labor Union of 
Waterbury. It was he who made the mo- 
tion in that body to indorsé the action of 
the striking street railway men.- He also 
made the motion to levy an assessment of 
15 cents a week on all members affiliated 
with that body.

Republicans Plan to Avert the Kesult 
of Defeat This Fall.

ALBANY, March 10.—The bill which has 
been commonly known here and in New 
York as the “ Battery Park Grab bill,” 


was to-night favorably voted upon by the i 


Assembly Cities Committee. It was intro-

Railroad Company. 
Under the act creating the Rapid Transit 


Commission the commission was given the 
power to grant to any railroad company

RUBBISH OF THE SUBWAY. 


Mayor Low Demands Removal of Un- 
necessary Obstructions — Clearing 
of the Streets and Parks to 
be Begun at Once. 








Employes of the Degnon-McLean Con- 
tracting Company, sub-contractors on the 
down-town section of the rapid transit sub- 
way, say that they will clear the City Hall 
Park of débris, machinery, fences, and 
holes immediately. They have been saying 
the same thing for some months. 

Park Commissioner Willcox’s letter, call- 
ing attention to the condition of the park, 
was sent to the contractors and sub-con- 
tractors two days ago. The Commissioner 
said he saw no reason why the park should 
not be cleared up, except for the place 
where the old Hall of Records has been 
demolished. He described as ‘* shameful ’”’ 
the manner in which the park had been 
treated by the subway builders, and they 
were informed that delays would not be 
tolerated any longer. Al! permits for stor- 


age of construction supplies in the park 
were canceled abruptly. 

In the park are a wooden tool house, a 
derrick, several hundred feet of rough 


board fences, a rock crusher, numerous 
piles of sand and gravel, and an uncovered 
station entrance, with a barricade around 
it. Along the Park Row side, under what 


used to be a sidewalk a year or two ago, 
there is a continuous stretch of uncovered 
excavations from Mail Street to a point op- 
posite the World Building. 

The portions of the subway under the un- 
covered openings have ween finished, as far 
as concerns digging, for many months. It 
is explained by the engineers that the Win- 
ter weather necessitated the delays in the 
arrangements, The Park Commissioner, in 
his letter, declared that no protection had 
been affordéd to the trees by the contrac- 
tors, but that nails had been driven into 
them and piles of rock heaped about them. 

The subject of torn-up streets was taken 
as a text by Mayor Low for remarks at 
the meeting of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion yesterday afternoon. Borough Presi- 
dent Cantor had sent to the board a letter 
from the New York Steamfitting Company 
of Elm Street, complaining that the Deg- 
non-McLean Company was not doing its 
duty in maintaining proper conditions in 
front of the complainant’s building. The 
Mayor said: 

“I offer a resolution that the Chief En- 
gineer be asked to examine the streets at 
once and fortrightly hereafter, with a view 
to discovering what unnecessary obstruc- 
tions have been left exposed by the con- 
tractors along the line, and that he report 
the results of each examination to this 
board. 

“TI walked up Fourth Avenue the other 
day and saw a pile of steel beams in the 
street. There was no reason they should 
have been there for even a few hours. If 
it is found needful, I should like to have 
the Chief Engineer employ a special man 
to make it his business to see that such ob- 
structions are gotten out of the way. Let 
us get some one whose duty it will be to 
make uncomfortabie day and might those 
who are responsible. 

“By such action 


we can advance the 
work of clearing the streets by many 
months. I hope the press will keep public 
opinion alive to the necessity of making 
the contractors toe the mark.”’ 

Chief Engineer W. B. Parsons responded 
that he would do all he could to achieve the 
results aimed at by the Mayor. The board 
voted unanimously for the Mavor‘s resolu- 
tion, and the complaining letter of the 
steamfitting company was referred to the 
Chief Engineer.

RETURNING SHIPYARD 
STRIKERS IN A RIOT 


Italians Who Took Their Places 
Fight to Keep Jobs. 








Knives Drawn in Shooter Island Row 
and Staten Island Police Are Sum- 
moned—The Proceedings for 
Arbitration. 





The return of the strikers to the Towns- 
end-Downey shipbuilding yards at Shooter 
Island pending negotiations for a settlement 
was not as harmonious yesterday as had 
been looked for, and started with a riot, 
} during which knives were drawn. A num- 
| ber of Italian non-union men had been 

employed in place of the strikers, and when 

the strikers who lived in Elizabethport and 

Mariners’ Harbor came to the yards yes- 

terday morning about 9 o’clock to report 

for work the Italians became wildly ex- 
cited. 

They went to their respective Superin- 
tendents and asked if they were to be dis- 
charged to make room for the strikers, say- 
ing that when they were engaged they were 
given to understand that their positions 
would be permanent, provided their work 
was satisfactory. As far as they knew they 
said they had given entire satisfaction. 

When they were told that they were to 
be retained no longer and must give their 
places up to the strikers the Italians de- 
cided to resist and at once prepared to re- 

They advanced on the strik- 
ers, some of them drawing knives. The 
strikers used their fists and soon a full- 
fledged riot was in progress. There were 
cnly two policemen on the island, but they 


were powerless on account of the numbers 
of the rioters. A telephone message for 


pel boarders. 


assistance was sent to Capt. MeNally of 
the Elizabeth Station at Stapleton, S. I., 
and a squad of nine ‘additional policemen 
were sent at once to the yards. It required 
a vigorous use of the policemen’s clubs to 
quell the disturbances, and then it was 
decided to get the Italians off the island 
as soon as possible. They were driven on 
board the ferryboats to Mariners’ Harbor 


or Elizabethport according to their respec- 
tive places of residence and the strikers 
were put to work. Two of the strikers were 
slightly wounded in the mélée, but were 
able to work. 

Out of twenty-four machinists who went 
on strike at the island only six were put 
to work. Business Agent Wilson of the 
International Association of Machinists 
said yesterday that he could not understand 
this, but he assumed that in a day or two 
everything would come out all right. The 
boilermakers at the Shooter Island yards 
will remain on strike as agreed on until 
the negotiations for a settlement are com- 
pleted. 

The 150 boilermakers who struck at the 
Burlee Dry Dock and Shipbuilding Yards, 
Port Richmond, 8. I., in sympathy with the 
Shooter Island boilermakers, reported for 
work yesterday morning and h no diffi- 
culty in getting their old positions. They 
were put to work at once. 

The expected conference between com- 
mittees of the New_York Metal Trades’ As- 
sociation and the Marine Trades’ Counsel 
to arbitrate the original strike of the boiler- 
makers at Shooter Island did not take 
place yesterday... Business Agent Francis 
J. McKay of the Brotherhood of Boiler- 
makers .and Iron Shipbuilders waited at 
his headquarters all day yesterday expect- 
ing to be notified when the conference 
would take place, but received no notice. 
Henry C. ‘Hunter, the representative of 
the Metal Trades’ Association, said last 
evening that the conference was delayed 
by the fact that some of the members of 
the employers’ committee were still out of 
town. He expected the conference to take 
place to-day.

ST. LOUIS, March 19.—Two arguments 
in behalf of the Wabash Railroad were con- 
cluded to-day in the injunction proceeding 
before United States District Judge Adams, 
and the first statement in behalf of. the 
Men was begun by F. M. Judson of St. 
Louis. The case will certainly continue 
throughout to-morrow, and possibly 
throughout Saturday, no restriction having 
been placed by Judge Adams upon the 
length of arguments. 

At the opening of the court this morning 
Coi. Blodgett resumed his argument in be- 
half of the company. He read extracts 
from the constitution of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen to prove his conten- 
tion that no grievances were entertained by 
the employes, inasmuch as the brotherhood, 
according to his contention, had not pro- 
ceeded in accordance with its own laws. 

He asserted as further proof that the 
Grievance Committee had never taken up 
any alleged grievances. The whole dif- 
ference lay, he declared, in the recognition 
of the union, and, failing of this, the de- 
fendants had conspired to induce the em- 
ployes to stop work and otherwise injure 
the road.

The probability is, thérefore, that an 
answer will be returned to those organiza- 
tions to-morrow also, but upon that matter 
no reply has been gained from Mr, Cham- 
berlain, who has the matter under his 
supervision. 


PARIS ART SWINDLE DOUBTED. 


New York Artists, Connoisseurs, and 
Dealers Do Not Believe Louvre 
Directors Were Victimized. 





New York artists and art connoisseurs 
and dealers do not place much credence in 
the report cabled from Paris Yesterday that 
there had been discovered in the French 
capital a manufactory of imitations of the 
masters, which had been palmed off on the 
public and even upon the Directors of the 
Louvre Museum and of the Musée Carna- 
valet as originals, bringing handsome prices, 
Such stories, several local authorities on 
matters of art said, have come out of Paris 
periodically for a long time. 

The dispatch said that a young and un- 
known artist had confessed in court that he 
had made certain imitations that had been 
sold as originals, and he had added a story 
about wholesale traffic in bogus canvases 
which he said had been carried on for some 
time. Among other things he claimed that 
he had designed the famous crown of 
Semiramis, Queen of Nineveh, now in the 
Louvre Museum and purchased. by the 
State for 400,000f. He also tried to raise 
doubt as to the authenticity of many pieces 
in the famous Spitzer collection of antiqui- 
ties. 

8. P. Avery, Sr., Henry J. Duveen, and 
Charles L. Knoedler all said that the report 
must be overdrawn. .They could not believe 
that the Directors of the great galleries had 
been victimized in the manner reported, It 
was not improbable, they said, that individ- 
ual collectors had been deceived in some in- 
stances. Such things, they said, happened 
frequently. 

It was recalled by these men that the 
laws of France provide protection for art- 
ists and patrons who are imposed upon by 
dealers. Any dealer selling a painting 
which is not what he represents it to be 
not only is compelled to reimburse the vic- 
tim, but must suffer punishment. Mr. 
Avery and Mr. Knoedler took occasion to 
say that no such protection is offered in 
this country and to state the injustice done 
the artists and public by the failure to 
enact adequate laws here. 





SAVED HORSEWOMAN IN PERIL. 


Mounted Policeman Hurt in Collision of 
Three Horses During a Runaway 
in the Park, 


Three horses, one a runaway, and all gal- 
loping at top speed, collided violently on 
the West Bridle Path in Central Park op- 
posite Seventieth Street yesterday noon. 
One, a big bay which had bolted, was rid- 
den by Miss Irene Huyler of 240 Fifth 
Avenue, who went through the terrifying 
ordeal in a. manner that proved her a brave 
and accomplished horsewoman, and the 
other riders were Mounted Policeman Mal- 
lan and Harold Carlton of Ahe Fifth Ave- 
nue Hotel, who was Miss Huyler's escort, 
and whose miscalculation brought about 
the triple collision that gravely imperiled 
the whole party. Policeman Mallan was 
the only one injured, but he did his duty 
to the last, and it was only when he had 
placed the lines of Miss Huyler’s subjugat- 


ed mount in Mr. Carlton's hands that he 
reeled and swooned from pain. 


The horse started to run near the upper: 


turn of the path, being frightened by a 
dead branch in the road. Mallan, who at 
BRightieth Street saw the runaway coming 
toward him, with Mr. Carlton galloping 
close behind, trying to catch up, headed 
his horse south and spurred him to a gal- 
lop, hoping to catch the bay's head as he 
forged past. He snatched at the bridie, 
but missed. Then, starting in pursuit, he 
caught the horse's head at Seventieth 
Street. The beast reared as he felt the 
strong pull, and at that moment Mr. Carl- 
ton’s horse, galloping just behind, plunged 
in between the two animals, nearly throw- 
ing all three to the ground.

VIEWS OF CORONERS. 


Bill for Abettehment of the Board Said 
to be a “ Spite ” Measure Because 
a Clerk Was Removed. 


“T take it philosophically,’ the Coroner 
said, *“‘and will feel greatly relieved, be- 
cause to be under a constant suspense is 
trying and exhausting. Having been a 
Coroner’s physician in former years, I am 
perfectly acquainted with the details in the 
office, and can say that I have been an ad- 
vocate for improvements in the office, as I 
always regarded it as inadequate. 

“The Elsberg bill is a personal matter 
between the Governor and Mr. Platt; or, 
more properly, between Mr. Morris, Chair- 
man of the Republican County Committee, 
and Senator Elsberg. The climax was 
brought about by the removal of Mr. 
Chamberiain, replevin clerk, one of Mr. 
Elsberg'’s appointees in the Coroners’ office. 
Politically, I consider it a great mistake, 
us it will bring more dissension into the 
rank and file. 

‘The bill itself is a flimsy manufacture, 
which will need a good deal of improve- 
ment, ona was evidently gotten up in a hur- 
ry by somebody unfamiliar with the work- 
ings of the office. 1 could have offered 
something better than the Elsberg bill had 
I been consulted. Financially the Elsberg 
bill is a first-class failure, as it will cost 
the City of New York more and will not 
give better service.’’ ; 

Coroner Scholer said that without undue 
vanity he considered himself an authority 
on the subject of Coroners, and had always 
been for the abolition of the office as it is at 
present constituted, while he would not 
have it changed for the substitute now be- 
fore the Legislature. He was Coroners’ 
physician under Coroners Levy, Messemer, 
and Eidman. He went to Europe to study 
the subject, and in 1888 read a paper before 
the Society of Medical Jurisprudence, in 
which he gave his views on what tha Cor- 
oners’ administration needed. 

“The bili speaks for itself; I have noth- 
ing to say in regard to it,’’ was all that 
Coroner Goldenkranz wonld say. 

Coroner Brown declared repeatedly, 
“ Nothing to say; won't talk about it.” 
Finally he said that, if the bill went into 
effect, the ‘‘ medical examiners’’ would 
cost $80,000 a year against $32,000 for the 
present system, and that the proposed sys- 
tem was without proper safeguards. 

Coroner Jackson said that the bill was 
‘all a matter of spite’”’ on the part of 
Senator Elsberg, because he, Coroner Jack- 
son, weuld not appoint a certain man his 
official physician, and that at the proper 
time he would prove his assertion. 

Ceroner Gustay Scholer, in discussing 
vesterday the bill before the Legislature 
that alms to wipe out the board, of which 
he is a member, with Coroners Brown, 
Jeckson, and Goldenkranz, said that it 
was a measure in revenge for the removal 
of a replevin clerk, a protégé of Senator 
Elsberg, and that he and his colleagues 
would in the event of the bill passing, fight 
their removal in the courts, as they hold 
elective and not appointive offices.

CHINESE FOSTER PARENT’S SUIT 


Court Unable to Understand the Gerry 
Society’s Opposition to Yuen's 
Children’s Trip to China. 


Question was raised before Justice Gilder- 
sleeve in the Supreme Court yesterday of 
the right of a Chinese foster-parent to take 
his foster-children to China on a trip, al- 
though no question is raised as to the fit- 
ness of the foster-father to act as the cus- 
todian of the children or as to his char- 
acter. Justice Gildersleeve said he did not 
see why the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children should make any ob- 
jection to the proposed voyage of the chil- 
dren inasmuch as it had admitted its will- 


ingness to.allow them to remain in the 
custody of the foster-parent in this city. 
Finally the Justice took the papers and re- 
served decision. 

Chu Ying Yuen, a merchant of 48 Mott 
Street, is the foster-father in question. 
Five years ago he was awarded the custody 
of the two children, Lillie afid Rosie Yip. 
The mother of the children was a white 
woman, and the father a Chinese named

The adoption was in legal form and 
binding. Yuen and his wife were devoted 
to the little girls and’ cared for them ten- 
derly until last October, when the foster- 
mother died and left Yuen as their sole 
custodian. From that time on the foster- 
father redoubled his attention to them, and 
is shown to have given the children the 
most devoted care and an education com- 
pearing favorably with that of American 
children in a like station of life. 

There was no interference from any out- 
side source until two years ago when he 
declared his intention to make a ahr to his 
native land and to take the girls with him 
for a short stay. He intended, it was said, 
to return here and resume his business 
after the trip. 

As soon as this became known Mrs. Helen 
F. Clarke, the missionary of Chinatown, 
who is on Doyers Street, interfered, and 
with the Children’s Society secured a writ 
of habeas corpus for tte children, and then, 
by an order of Justice Andrews of the Su- 
preme Court, signed in April of 1902, com- 
pelled Yuen to give a bond for $5,000 that he 
would not take them out of the jurisdiction 
of this State. This was on the ground that 
the girls, being born here and of half 
American parentage, should be protected 
in full by this Government. The motion be- 
fore Justice Gildersleeve yesterday was for 
@ cancellation of the order for the $5,000 
bond.

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THE MAYOR AND THE LIQUOR TRADE 
We own we do not quite see the point 
of the Mayor's reply to the communica- 


tion of Mr. Grorcr F. GMINDER, repre- 
senting ‘‘The National Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association.” Mr. GMINDER had 
expressed a desire to call upon the Mayor 
for the purpose of protesting against the 
bill, now pending at Albany, whereby the 
license fee of liquor dealers is to be ad- 
vanced 50 per cent. In reply, the Mayor 
asks him if it is true that the liquor 
dealers pay the association which Mr. 
GMINDER represents $5 a week, and, if 
s0, what they pay it for. Distinctly, it 
seems to us, this answer is “ not respon- 
sive.” Suppose the liquor dealers pay. 
Or suppose they don’t. If they think they 
get value for their payments, what busi- 
ness of the Mayor are their payments at 
all? If they do not get value, equally 
what business is it of his, so long as they 
are satisfied to pay. 

Of course, we all understand GMINDER, 
and alsc LINDINGER. They are engaged 
in holding a political club over the head 
of the Mayor and threatening him with 
the opposition of the “liquor interest.” 
Is that any reason why the Mayor should 
not hear what they have to say, and 
thereafter come out like a man, telling 
what, according to his view, is the best 
regulation of their traffic in the public 
interest, and, to begin with, letting them 
know whether he is or is not in favor of 
the pending bill? As a matter of fact, 
and also as a matter of “ politics,”” how 
increasingiy plain it is that the Mayor's 
shilly-shally about the excise question is 
the greatest element of weakness in the 
cause of municipal reform, which, except 
for;that, is in so very wholesome and 
promising a situation? 


THE FRENCH “ CONGREGATIONS.” 

The vote of the Chamber of Deputies, 
refusing the right to monks to engage in 
teaching, ends, for the present, that 
phase of the conflict between Church and 
State in France. One cannot help think- 
ing that the conflict ought never to have 
arisen. With enough of good sense and 
good feeling on each side, it would not 
have arisen. ‘“ All wars,’ it has been 
said, “are at bottom misunderstand- 
ings.”” That is particularly true of such 
conflicts as have arisen and been fo- 
mented in France. As a rule, you would 
not expect a German, least of all an of- 
ficial Prussian, to shine by contrast with 
a German in the article of tact. It is 
clear, ali the same, that the “ suaviter in 
modo” of Count von BUELOW has at- 
tained without friction the result which 
M. ComBEs has attained, if at all, at the 
cost of a tremendous friction. We learn 
that the Bishop of Treves, who has re- 
newed the Kulturkampf in the interest 
of the Ursuline Convent of his episcopal 
city, in the “ young ladies’ school” of 
which he happened to be interested, has 
withdrawn, with an apology, his insist- 
ence that the daughters of the faithful 
should undergo punishment if they at- 
tended the State high school for girls. 
And at the same time we learn that the 
Combes Ministry has won, on the ques- 
tion of not authorizing the monks to 
teach the boys, by a vote of 300 to 257. 
Three hundred to 257 is rather a nar- 

row majority on so vital a question. M. 
CompBes himself had, it appears, accepted 
fn principle the notion of judging eagh 
* congregation" on its own merits, and 
consequently of allowing each to plead 
its own cause before the Chamber. But 
such a course is clearly, politically speak- 
ing, impracticable. The separate merits 
of each case might properly be argued 
hefore a chief of bureau, but surely not 
before the National Legislature. All the 
cases were. finally, brought before that 
body in a lump, and judged in a lump, 
with the result that France declares, in 
effect, that no public instruction but the 
State instruction is henceforth to be rec- 
ognized. 

A majority of 48, in a vote of 557, is 
really too narrow a margin in such an 
issue. How very much better it would 
evidently have been for the French 
statesmen to have done what the Ger- 
man gtatesmen in a like case did. That 
was to come to an understanding with 
the head of the Church. Count von BUE- 
Low may fairly flatter himself that his 
troubles on this score are at an end. M. 
CoMBEsS cannot disguise himself 
that his troubles are only beginning.

MARCONI AND THE BRITISH POST 
OFFICE. 


The negotiations between the Marconi 
Company and the British Government 
have ended unsatisfactorily. The Post Of- 
fice authorities have issued instructions 
for the construction of a wire between 
Poidhu and the telegraph station at Fal- 
mouth, but have declined any more inti- 
mate reiations with it. 

It would be a pleasure to learn that 


this concession places the Marconi sys- 
tem on a plane of equality with the ca-~- 


ble in a fair competition for business. 


Unfortunately it does not appear to do 
so. The systems are linked, but it is still 
uncertain to what extent this physical 
connection means practical union. A 


message received at Poldhu and turned 


over to the telegraph offige at that point 


will probably be forwarded to destina- 
tion. To refuse this service would be 
churlish:and purposeless, since messages 
could not be declined if offered at any 


office to which they had been conveyed 


by messenger. It does not yet appear, 


however, that the Post Office authorities 
are ready to say that they will receive 
messages with the understanding and 
condition that they will be wired to 


Cornwall and thence projected by etheric 


impulses to a ship at sea or to Can- 
ada. The London Daily News says: 


The Government consents to the two sys- 
tems being linked, but it does not consent 
to messages being exchanged. So far as 


immediate advantage is concerned, there- 


fore, neither the Marconi Company nor the 
public has cause for exuberant rejoicings. 
True, the concession involves one imme- 
diate boon, which, though of modest dimen- 
sions, is not to be disregarded. It will be 
possible for the public to visit the London 


office of the Marconi Company, and there 
handjin messages intended for ships at sea 
or for Canada. For, as the reader will 
scarcely need to be told, the decision of the 
Post Office not to consent at present to 
intercommunication between the system of 
visible wires and the system of invisible 
Waves reposes on a purely negative basis. 
No prohibition will be necessary. Nay, there 
will be nothing to prevent the public send- 
ing to Poldhu from any part of the country 
messages intended for Hertzian transmis- 
sion from Cornwall. All that will happen is 
that the clerk in the telegraph office will 
decline to accept payment for wireless 
transatlantic transmission. 

This looks like very small business on 
the part of the British Postal authori- 
ties. The further experimental develop- 
ment of the Marconi system which the 
Government affects to desire will not 
be facilitated by placing in its way ob- 
structions which serve no good pur- 
pose. 

CAPT. PIPER’S OBJECT LESSON. 

The object lesson which Capt. PIPER, 
Deputy Police Commissioner, is giving at 
the intersection of Broadway and Canal 
Street in handling streams of traffic 
moving at right angles, is interesting and 
commands popular approval. It syste- 
matizes what has always been the meth- 
od by which the traffic of intersecting 
streets, both important thoroughfares, 
has accommodated itself, and is neither 
a discovery nor an invention. It is fol- 
lowed at every railway junction, and 
must be at every street corner, if con- 
fusion, congestion, and frequent blocks 
are to be avoided. When the right of 
way is given to the north and south trav- 
el, the east and west travel is checked 
and held suspended. This gives the pe- 
destrian an opportunity to cross safely 
with the movement of traffic. It saves 
time instead of wasting it, and the only 
person inconvenienced is the obstinate 
and insolent truck driver, with a vehicle 
so strong and heavy that it is safe from 
injury, who jams his way in with no 
clear idea how he is to get out, and finds 
a congenial opportunity for the exercise 
of his vocabulary in the resulting alter- 
cations with those whom he has tied up 
in hard knots. 


It is of course a new experience to the 
truck and haek driver of New York to 
find that he is amenable to any rules 
save those of his own making; but per- 
haps the lesson will be of value to him, 
and if impressed upon him with suffi- 
cient force it may be of public advantage 
in many ways. That he has not a right 
of way through or over anything and 
anybody which impedes his progress, and 
that it is not incumbent upon the driver 
of a frailer vehicle to “ pull up,”’.or upon 
the pedestrian to dodge and scramble for 
safety when the driver bears down upon 
him. These are hard and practical facts 
which the police might very well aid in 
impressing upon the truckman by what- 
ever means are effective to that end. 


GERMAN PROFESSORS IN POLITICS. 

Nothing in the present crusade of Ger- 
many against the Monroe Doctrine is 
more amusing than the manner in which 
the authority of the German professors 
is invoked, and successfully invoked, to 
fire the German national heart against 
the’ American pretension. Not only be- 
cause the German professor has so often 
shown how easily he can be “got at” 
by official influence, but also, and par- 
ticularly, by reason of the intrinsic ab- 
surdity of starting out on a career of 
“weltherrschaft"” with an advance 
guard of German professors.

THE MANUAL OF THE MOTORMAN. 


A little book entitled ‘‘ How to Become 
a Competent Motorman,” which we are 
told is ‘‘ indorsed by the leading railroad 
managers of the United States,” has 
reached this office, and its eager perusal 
has not been repaid in the kind of knowl- 
edge sought. In the field it covers it 
seems to be correct and complete. It 
describes very clearly the several types 
tells 
how to control them in starting, stop- 
ping, and running at varying rates of 
speed, and ends with a brief catechism of 
questions the answers to which are sup- 
posed to tell the motorman what to do 
in all kinds of what may be called tech- 
No doubt all of this 
The motorman 
should perfectly understand his appa- 
ratus and have it at all times under con- 
trol, but that having learned this he 
will thereupon find himself a ‘‘ compe- 
tent motorman” is a hope which is des- 
tined to disappointment. 

Assuming him quite familiar with his 
propelling apparatus and able to pass a 
satisfactory examination as to every de- 
tail thereof, he still*needs to know many 
things and requires more than average 
skill in the doing of them. This prompts 
us to supplement the manual referred to 
with a few practical suggestions which 
are the outgrowth rather of observation 
than of experience: 

(i) Keep one hand on the controller 
and the other on the brake handle, Each 
may have to be thrown into action very 
quickly, by revolving them in opposite 
directions. If nature has not endowed 
you with a double-barreled mind, you 
would do well to spend as much as pos- 
sible of your time off duty in learning 
to describe circles in the air with both 
hands simultaneously, turning them in 
opposite directions. This will be good 
exercise and have the incidental advan- 
tage of entertaining the chiltiren. 

(2) One ieg must be kept free of other 
engagements to actuate the gong. Prac- 
tice in the waltz step will be useful in 
giving the elasticity and flexibility to 
the ankle which rapid and continuous 
gorg ringing demands. No specific du- 

| ties are assigned to the other leg, and it 
| will be found useful to stand on. If you 
j are grateful for mercies enjoyed and

(6) It is exceedingly-good fun to grind 
a hack or a private carriage between your 
car and an elevated railroad pillar, and 
the chances are that the blame will fall 
chiefly on the driver; but it does not

enjoy yourself in other ways. 

-(7) In the matter of leisurely pedes- 
trians you must, of course, use your dis- 


cretion. That they should scamper for 


safety when they hear your bell goes 


without saying. If they don't—well, deal 
as gently with the erring as possible. 
Perhaps they don’t know any better than 
to cross a street when a trolley car is in 
sight.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Among the bills which the House had 
failed either to pass or to refuse to pass 
when Congress adjourned was that partic- 
ularly bad one the purpose of which was to 
revive the old system of making advance 
allotments from the unearned wages of 
sailors. This bill had slipped through the 
Senate unopposed and almost unnoticed, 
and its friends had hoped that it would be 
equally successful in escaping public atten- 
tion in the lower chamber, as only in that 
case could they expect to avoid antagonism 
even more dangerous to themselves than to 
their scheme. They were, however, disap- 
pointed. A few friends of the sailors 
chanced to see what was going on and be- 
gan to talk and write about it, and the de- 
sire for prompt and undebated action on 
the bill was foiled. So the bill died in the 
confusion of the session’s last hours. It 
would have been better if it had been de- 
liberately killed, after a full revelation of 
its iniquity, but dead is dead, and though 
there is nothing to prevent those who would 
profit from a renewal of the old exploita- 
tion of the helpless children of the sea from 
trying again when the lawmakers reassem- 
ble, the passage of time works against the 
probability of their success. No matter 
how much it may be denied, the world is 
getting better, or at least more sensitive to 
obvious robbery of the weak, and it is safe 
to say that with every year the difficulty of 
getting such a bill as this through Congress 
will become smaller and smaller. The al- 
lotment system was profitable to “ crimps ”’ 
and convenient for some shipowners, but 
it always was and always would be an un- 
doubted curse to the sailors, an absolute 
bar to their mental and moral improvement, 
and a chain by which they were held in 
something very much like slavery. 


— From Vienna by way of London come 
more stories of experiences in the United 
States told by Dr. Lorenz to his friends. 
Some of their details are hard to treat as 
anything except as proofs that the doctor 
has a sense of humor and likes to create 
astonishment as well as to set dislocated 
bones; but the stories that awaken doubt 
as to their absolute accuracy all seem to 
have their scene laid in Chicago, and it's 
hard to say just what couldn't happen 
there. Dr. LORENZ gave, for instance, a 
particularly diverting account of the exam- 
ination to which he was subjected when 
the point of practicing surgery without a 
State license was raised. He said that the 
first question asked by the Chicago Board 
of Physicians was: ‘* How do you like Chi- 
cago?"’ and that In reply he spoke long and 
enthusiastically about the wonders of the 
city. ‘‘ And the women of Chicago,” con- 
tinued the examiner, “‘ have you ever seen 
such beauty anywhere else in the world?” 
‘They are all Queens, simply Queens,” an- 
swered the doctor, and with that, accord- 
ing to his account, the examination ended, 
except for the payment of a fee, and he re- 
ceived a *‘ diploma authorizing him to prac- 
tice In the States of Illinois and Ohio.” It 
is the last touch that lends an air of un- 
verisimilitude te an otherwise ‘well capil- 
lated and convincing narrative. Another 
story relates to the time just before the li- 
cense was issued, when rumors of a pos- 
sible—or impossible—arrest were in circu- 
lation. One evening the doctor noticed 
that a big policeman was following him in 
the street, and when the officer touched 
him on the shoulder he thought the dread- 
ed moment had come. But after the police- 
man had asked: “Are you the great man 
from Vienna?’ and the doctor had con- 
fessed his identity as modestly as the ques- 
tion would permit, all he had to endure was 
a grasp of the hand somewhat painful, but 
entirely friendly, accompanied by the as- 
surance that ‘‘It is a great honor for me 
to shake hands with you!” 

——Already the representatives of the 
lighting companies are attacking the ac- 
curacy of the calculations by which it has 
been figured out that it would pay the city 
to own and operate its own electric plant. 
This evidences the wisdom of said repre- 
sentatives in two ways—first, because it 
will distract attention from the other calcu- 
lations by which it has been figured out 
that the city is paying outrageous prices 
for the lights the companies are now sup- 
plying; and, second, because the municipal 
ownership people always have been very 
bad bookkeepers, with a most deplorable 
tendency to ignore certain large items of 
expense which municipal plants can no 
more avoid than can the private corpora- 
tions. Indeed, the latter do sometimes 
manage partly to escape some of these 
charges, such as taxes and payment for 
spevial privileges, while the municipalities 
never do so in reality. Not to get revenue 
that would otherwise come in is, of course, 
the same thing as paying it, and yet the 
public ‘ownership advocates often forget 
this very obvious fact. And then we were 
told when the advantages of municipal op- 
eration were enumerated that the city 
would get conduit room for its underground 
wires free of charge—a most nonsensical 
statement and a most illusory freedom, the 


so-called free conduits being a part of the 
price for which the privilege to lay the 


other conduits was purchased. Cities can 


get something for nothing just as often as 
individuals can—which is never. Which as- 


sertion, no doubt, will again arouse our 
good friend and correspondent, the weigher 
and gauger. 


—Almost daily we are privileged to pub- 
lish in our local columns a true tale of 
how somebody—as often a woman as @ 
man—who has seen a brutal driver abus- 
ing a horse and has not only interfered with 
the performance, but has brought about 
the driver's arrest and subsequent convic- 
tion in court. At first thought this might 


seem to prove that New York horses are 


more frequently maltreated than horses 


elsewhere, and to be, therefore, a cause for 
humiliation, and not for rejoicing. The 
first thought, however, would be wrong, 
as first thoughts so often are. What these 
incidents really prove is that the New York 


public has attained a particularly high 
level in {ts disapproval of cruelty to ani- 
mals and that there is not a street in the 
city where it is safe to commit acts which 
not many years ago would have passed 
entirely unnoticed by any except the regu- 
larly appointed and waged agents of the 
protective societies, Now almost every- 
body is glad to serve as such an agent 
for no other reward than personal satis- 
faction, and the punishments for brutality 
are frequent simply because hardly a sin- 
gle display of it goes unnoticed. At pres- 
ent not one horse is kicked or pounded 
where a hundred were in the days before 
the enormity of these offenses was general- 
ly realized, and a large majority of the 
cases that do come up are based on cqm- 
paratively mild forms of torture. The ad- 
vance made in this direction is nothing 
less than remarkable, and in it New York 
is well to thé front, if it does not actually 
lead. HENRY BERGH did not lve here in 
vain, and if he could return he would find 
none to hoot and hate him, as not a few 
did when he began his great work. 


OBJECTIONS TO CITY DOGS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In view of the tragic death of a little 
boy from hydrophobia, is there no redress 
for the people of New York from the 
scourge of dogs? Aside from the actual 
menace to life, there is the secondary con- 
sideration—danger to health.

latter are the ones that make our side- 
walks unclean, and in cases impassable.

DEFENDS THE 
ACTION IN VENEZUELA 


Speech in the Reichstag by Chan- 
cellor von Buelow. 


AMERICAN PAPER ATTACKED 


Its “ Lying Legends ” Denounced—Mem- 


bers of the Reichstag Harshly Criti- 
cise Baron von Sternburg. 


BERLIN, March 19.—An important dis- 
cussion on foreign affairs, and especially 
Germany’s recent action in Venezuela, took 


place in the Reichstag to-day, The Im- 
perial Chancellor, Count von Billow, spoke 


in defense of the Government's attitude 
and actions. 


The House was discussing the Foreign 
Office section of the budget, and Baron 
von Hertling, Centre Party, referred to the 


Venezuela affair. He said public opinion 
at first demanded action, since Germany's 
honor seemed engaged, but after action had 


been taken, apparently with success, pub- 
lic opinion changed and doubts arose as to 
whether it was necessary for Germany to 
risk so much. 


Count von Biilow replied, He said: 

“The Venezuela matter was from the 
very beginning neither a question of terri- 
torial acquisition nor of glory for us, but 
of a settlement through extraordinary 
means of business which had been com- 
plicated by the debtor’s untrustworthiness, 
in which, of course, the maintenance of 
ovr honor played a part. We were able to 
establish our claim only through common 
action with England and Italy. It was not 
merely a question of arranging the matter 
in hand, but of giving a warning which 
would serve for the future. The mere 
money standpoint must not control in such 
cases, We dare not submit to breaches of 
the law, otherwise we would not need 
ships or cannon. But, of course, the Vene- 
zuela case was exceptional. We shall not 
always dispose of such matters through 


force, but our action will depend upon spe- 
cial circumstances. 


** Proof that force was necessary here is 
seen from the fact that the English Gov- 
ernment also resorted tg forcible measures, 


whereas it {fs a well-known principle of 
England's commercial policy that every- 
body investing private capital abroad does 
so at his own risk. We found ourselves in 
a dilemma, but nobody can reproach us 
with acting without sobriety and calmness. 
We had to take care that our relations with 
other powers should not be disturbed 
through this relatively subordinate matter. 
There was no lack of attempts to create 
such a disturbance. 


BUELOW BLAMES THE PRESS. 


“I here refer, of course, to no Govern- 
ment, but to the press, which attempted to 
engender ill-will between the Governments 
at London, Berlin, and Rome, on the one 
sidé and the United States on the other. 


The most ungrounded and silliest rumors 
were circulated, as if we designed to land 
troops, make conquests, or violate the in- 
tegrity of the South American republics. 
In such lying legends one American paper 
Was specially great. It invented an offi- 
cial of its own in the Foreign Office here, 
who informed the paper that we wanted to 
Swallow Venezuela first, then Colombia, 
and finally Brazil." 

This statement of the Chancellor called 
forth loud eee He continued: 

“These perfidious attempts to sow dis- 
cord were frustrated through the loyalty of 
the Cabinets and the confidence in the hon- 
esty of our policy. These fantastic and ma- 
licious stories, to our satisfaction, failed of 
their intended effect. Our relations with 
England and the United States remained in- 
tact and our demands on Venezuela are to 
be regarded as accepted, according to the 
protocol settling the controversy.” 

Count von Bulow then summarized the 
terms of the protocol, mentioning that Ven- 
ezuela had already per the first install- 
ment of the German indemnity. The Chan- 
cellor added: 

“The claims of the second class have not 
yet -been subjected to investigation. The 
Venezuelan Government is ready to co-op- 
erate in a joint commission at Caracas in 
investigating and fixing the amounts of 
these claims, The third-class claims will 
also be settled. 

“The cost of the blockade cannot yet be 
stated, but it is small. We have decided 
not to make a demand that Venezuela pay 
an indemnity to cover the cost of the 
blockade, owin to the rather hopeless 
financial condition of that country. We 
attained what we wanted, and what under 
the circumstances was attainable. The ac- 
tion against Venezuela was inaugurated 
without a fanfare of trumpets, but with 
all necessary vigor, and was carried to the 
end without weakness and within expe- 
dient bounds.” 


THE RENIEWAL OF THE DREIBUND. 


The Chancellor then spoke of the Dret- 
bund, saying: 

“It was renewed unchanged at the proper 
time, which proves that it is not an acci- 
dental or temporary constellafion. Its ob- 
ject is the maintenance of the status quo 
and peace. The Dreibund is the most 


peaceful, the strongest, the most lasting, 
and the most elastic of alliances. I too 
care that the tariff and other political ques- 
tions should not be mixed up with the re- 
newal of the Dreibund. 

* Reference has been made here to my 
remark that the Dreibund is no longer ab- 
solutely necessary to us. Even the German 
papérs, which should have known better, 
drew false conclusions from those words. 
With that utterance I did not damage the 
prospects of the renewal of the Drelbund 
or render it difficult; but, on the contrary, 
I facilitated it, even substantially, qgninss 
elements that wanted to prevent its re- 
newal. I only meant that Germany did 
not need an alliance more than any other 
power. The foreign press last year repeat- 
edly asserted that the Dreibund had lost its 
significance.

The moral 
effect of our co-operation with other pow- 
ers and our invitation of intermedia- 
tion of America will be to increase -.-ner- 
iea's reputation, while ours sinks. I at- 
tribute the hostile attitude of the Vene- 
zuclans to American intervention. The be- 
havior of our Minister at Washington, 
Baron Speck von Sternburg, has .been of 
such-a character that the United States 
should pay his salary, I refer to his well- 
known interview, in which he even cen- 
sured the late Prince Bismarck’s policy as 
being antiquated, The interview shows to 
a high degree his vanity and that the 
tlatteries of President Roosevelt were a 
strong dose. I have no words in which to 
characterize his action. He even ventures 
to place the President on the same plane 
as the German Emperor. Why, that is an 
incredible lack of national spirit. One 
ean really call this gentleman Germany's 
Expiatory Envoy to the United States.”

‘“*We came out of the Venezuela affair 
fairly well. I cannot pass a more favorable 
opinion. The affair was not suited for 
fanfares. If it were merely a question of 
the claims of the Disconte Gesellschaft and 
‘ts Venezeulan railway, I would say ‘ Hands 
off.’

MONTESQUIOU’S MISSION ENDED 


In His Final Conference He Discourses 
Upon Flowers — Plans to Return 
to the United States. 


Count Robert de Montesquiou officially 
concluded his mission to this country yes- 
terday, when the last of the series of seven 
conferences was delivered at Sherry’s. The 
subject of his discourse was ‘‘ The Gar- 
den,’’ and it was based upon his book of 
poems entitled ‘‘Le Chef des Odeurs 
Suaves,”’ which caused a flutter in French 
literary circles when jt appeared some 
years ago, and fully established his repu- 
tation as a poet. Verlaine wrote one of his 
finest poems as a preface to it. 

In an article entitled ‘‘ Missionaires de 
Lettres,” which appeared in the Paris 
Figaro a few weeks before his departure 
for this country, M. de Montesquiou ex- 
pressed the view that the manifest duty 
of the missionary of literature in a for- 
eign land was to give the best that was in 
him, to draw upon all the resources of his 
faculties, and if he could, of his talent, to 


assure for his own country ‘the conquest 
= _2ont of good will, of minds of good 
aith.” - 

Yesterday, in thanking those who have 
followed his course of conferences so as- 
siduously, he reiterated this view, and said 
that if his mission as the representative of 
independent and universal thought in lit- 
erature had met with success, he would 
suspend the rose or the branch of laure: 
won amid ‘‘ the people the most triumphant 
in the world in things material,’’ over the 
threshold of his Ch&teaud’Artagnan, where, 
it having been loaned for that purpose by 
the Abbé Montesquiou, Minister of Louis 
XVIIL, the parents of that great represen- 
tative of freedom of thought in literature, 
Théophile Gautier, spent their long honey- 
moon, leaving it onl shortly before 
Théophile was born, and where the Count 
himself conceived the ambition to add to 
its trophies of the past by his voyage to 
America. 

The large and fashionable audience, by 
the warmth of their applause and the con- 
gratulations they pressed upon him after 
the conference, assured the Count that his 
mission had not been in vain. 

Count de Montesquiou, after a trip to 
Washington, will return to France on the 
steamship La Savoie, on April 2, having 
abandoned a contemplated journey to Ja- 
pan, owing to the coming wedding of his 
niece. He purposes spending a part of next 
year in the ingdom of the Mikado, and 
then paying another visit to the United 
States.

MICHAEL C, MURPHY’S WILL. 


His Estate Only $2,000 in Personal Prop- 
erty—All Left to Frank L. Bacon— 
No Mention of a Widow. 


There was absolutely no mention of any 
widow, or of any person who might claim 
to be such, nor of any next of kin in the 
will of Col, Michael C. Murphy, when that 
document was filed for probate yesterday 
with Assistant Probate Clerk James 
O Hara in the Surrogates’ office. The docu- 
ment provides that all of the estate shall 
go to Frank L. Bacon, with whom Col. 
Murphy lived at 582 Broome Street for fif- 
teen years prior to his death on March 5 
of this year. According to the petition for 
probate the estate consists of but $2,000 in 
personal property, with no real estate. 

Provision is made for the payment of 
funeral expenses and any debts out of the 
sum left, after which Mr. Bacon is to take 
all the residuary estate. Upon this point, 


Col. Murphy in his will said: 


It is my desire and intention in making the 
said disposition of my property to express, as 
far as possible, the keen sense of gratitude I 
feel toward the said Frank L. Bacon. There- 
fore I give to him all the rest, residue, and re- 
mainder, to have and to hold the same to him- 
self and his heirs forever. He has made many 
sacrifices and has given me his absolute care 
and attention during my lifetime. I have especial 
reference to his personal and constant care upon 
me not only during my severe illness, effected 
by the contraction of my aesophagus, but ever 
since that time when it been necessary in 
order to preserve my life, that I be fed and 
nourished by nquee food administered by arti- 
ficial means at least three times a day, and to 
which feeding and nourishing of my system the 
said Frank L. Bacon.has given such constant 
and careful attention that am convinced the 
same has aided and is aiding very materially 
in the preservation of my life, and makes me 
fecl that my gatitude toward the said Frank 
L. Bacon therefore can only case with my death. 


Mr. Bacon, In his petition, says that the 
names of any heirs at law or next of kin 
are unknown to him, but that Charles Rus- 
sell of Boston claims to be a nephew, and 
that Michael C. Murphy, Jr., of 84 Watts 
Street, is an alleged grand-nephew. He 
says that he knows of no codicil to this 
will, and that he does not believe there 
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is any. He also declares that the name of 
any widow is unknown to him, and that he 
has no knowledge or information that Col. 
Murphy left surviving any_such person. 
He also says he has made diligent search 
to ascertain if any widow, heirs at law, 
or next of kin are living and has failed to 
find any. Mr. Bacon also says he has in- 
quired of Edward Browne, the attorney for 
and intimate friend and associate of Col. 
Murphy for thirty years, and that Mr. 
Browne informed him he has no knowledge 
of any widow or relatives. 


EDITOR TODD’S WILL PROBATED 


Daughter Who Contested It Failed to 
Appear in Court or to be Represented. 


The will of Thomas ‘HH. Todd, who was 
editor of The Long Island City Star, was 
admitted to probate by Surrogate Noble at 
Jamaica, Queens Borough, yesterday. Mrs. 
Marie Estelle Ballou. the daughter, who 
contested the will, did not appear in court 
yesterday, nor was she represented by coun- 
sel. The estate is variously estimated at 


from $100,000 to $200.000. The executors 
named in the will are Edwin Todd, the 
younger son, and Alvan T. Payne, attorney 
for the testator, who appeared for the pro- 


ponents, 
Mr. Todd disappeared about two years 
ago. A year ago the body of a man was 


found in a pond, and Mrs. Todd declared 
it was the body of her husband. At the 
inquest the sons contended that the body 
could not be that of their father. Their 
chief reasons for disputing the identifica- 
tion were that the body was smaller than 
that of their father, and that their father 
had false teeth, while those of the drowned 
man were sound. The jury’s verdict de- 
scribed the body as “unknown.” Notwith- 
standing this, Mrs. Todd insisted upon giv- 
ing the body proper burial as that of her 
husband. ; 

Shortly afterward she filed an application 
for letters of administration. Her two 
daughters were then arrayed on her side 
and her two sons opposed the application. 
Later they filed a will through Alvan T. 
Payne, the mother, sons, and one daughter, 
Mrs. Lucille Todd Villiant, having agreed 
upon the matter. Mrs. Ballou elected to 
contest, and why she failed to appear yes- 
terday or to be represented by counsel is 
not known. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 
Major Joseph J. Comstock. 
Major Joseph J. Comsteck, who was ad- 
vertising solicitor for “the Post-Graduate 


Hospital for fifteen years past, died of 
pneumonia in that institution yesterday 


morning, at the age of sixty-five years. 
He came from a well-known Rhode Is- 
land family. He enlisted, in 3861, in the 
Seventh New York Regiment, and, re-en- 
listing the following year in the Third 
Rhode Island Heavy Artillery, was com- 
missioned Second Lieutenant. A month 


later he was made First Lieutenant, and 
the following year Captain. In 1863 he was 
made Major of the Fourteenth Rhode Is- 
land Heavy Artillery, and he served until 
the close of the war. 

Returning to New York, Major Comstock 
entered the advertising business, and be- 
came connected with the Post-Graduato 
Hospital in the late eighties. He was in- 
terested 1n Grand Army matters, particu- 
larly in the pension question, and from time 
to time in newspapers and other publica- 
tions he expressed his views against the 
abuses of the system. 

Major Comstock was a brother of Richard 
Comstock of the law firm of Comstock & 
Gardner of Providence, R. 1. He leaves a 
widow. The funeral is to be from the Post-

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DESTRUCTION OF BAN 
Concealment of Wilbur é baker’s 
Financial Condition Inferred by the 
Act, Judge Holt Says. 


Judge Holt of the United/®tates District 
Court has denied a dischatge from bank- 
ruptcy to Wilbur F. Studebaker of 315 
West Eighty-fourth Street, who filed a 
petition in bankruptcy on March 24, 1902, 
with liabilities to the amount of $9,304 and 
no assets. Judge Holt, in his opinion, said 
that the evidence showed that Mr. Stude- 
baker inherited in 1897 property valued at 

He testified that he sold this property, 
and in three years before bankruptcy lost 
it in stock speculating and gambling. He 
“has now a salary of $8,600 a year, which 
is paid by agreement to his wife. He lives 
on a liberal scale and pays $2,000 a year 
rent for his apartments. His scheduled 


debts are about $9,000, of which $7,000 is 
for money borrowed within a year before 
his bankruptcy. He admitted upon exam- 
ination that he destroyed his bank check 
book and pass book during the year before 
peseeication. He testified that he never 
me ae omer books, 
bjecting creditor claimed, and on 
the facts was justified in suspecting, the 
Judge said, that some of the $150,000 
Claimed to ‘have been jost in speculation 
and parading Was concealed, but he was 
‘unable to prove it. If. the bankrupt had 
. not destroyed his check book the creditor 
might have had some basis for investigat- 
ing the truth of his statement. Under the 
circumstances Judge Holt declared that the 
inference was just that the bankrupt 
destroyed his ch k and bank book 
to conceal his true fitiancial condition, and 
in contemplation of bankruptcy. The ap-

ROEBLING BRIDGE CONTRACT. 


Company Would Fight Mr. Lindenthal’s 
Fines In Court, If Necessary. 


TRENTON, N. J., March 19.—Charles G. 
Roebling of the John A. Roebling Sons 
Company, in an interview to-day, said his 
company had no information that the au- 
thorities of New York City had intended to 
impose upon them any fines in connection 
with the building of the New East River 
Bridge. 

Mr. Roebling said he understood Com- 
missioner Lindenthal favored a fine of 
$1,000 a day for 175 days of alleged delay. 
Mr. Roebling said if the time lost on Sat- 
urday half holidays, legal holidays, and 
rainy weather was deducted there would be 
only 140 days. The delay, he said, was not 
due to his company, but to the work on 
the superstructure. It could finish its work 
in a week if allowed to do so. 

If Commissioner Lindenthal insists on a 
fine, Mr. Roebling said, his company would 
appeal to the New York authorities, and 
if necessary to the courts.

Nervousness over the Scuthern Pacific 
incident was apparent in the earlier deal- 
ings yesterday, but lost force as the day 
progressed. Whatever the pool’s appar- 
ent tactics may be, its interests are too

€ral market. Deprived of this menace to 
others, the settlement of the merits in- 
volved, ar ingenuously stated over Mr.

The news having’ this effect consisted 
of an aggregation and continuation of 
recent favorable influences, rather than 
of any special inteUigence. The late and 
brief advance of call sznoney was thought 
less important than vhe easier tone for 
time money in response to indications of 


better supply. It is true that the banks 
continue to lose to the Sub-Treasury, but 
the loss is $501,000 this week, against 
$3,686,000 last week, while there are 
ample indications of gains from the prov- 
inces. The dumestic exchanges seem to 
be “set fair.” forecasting reasonable 
hope of a bank statement better than 


that which was so easily called good a 
week ago. 

» The firmness of the sterling exchange 
market should be construed in connection 
with the foreign bank statements show- 
ing that our draft upon the foreign 
money supply has made practically no 
impression, and none that would prevent 
further relief upon recurrence of our ne- 
cessity: The firmness of Continental dis- 
counts is more significant to England 
than to ourselves. England wants gold; 
we want credit merely. England must 
maintain her discount rate above the 
Continent’s—despite complaints that. it 


hampers trade—or see Continental funds 
which can ill be spared withdrawn, and 
forego hopes of increasing the Bank's 
bullion upon the eve of the Transvaal 
loan issue. 

The Bank of England makes a decided- 


ly good yearly and weckly comparison, 


and announces increased earnings war- 
ranting continuancé of its 10 per cent. 
dividend rate. Taxes are high, consols 
are_ low, the budget ‘is hard to balance, 
but it has been a good banking year. So 
it is here. Our money pinch may worry 
borrowers, but the worry stops in front 
of the cashiers’ windows. The Presidents 
are looking forward to annual reports 
like the Bank of England’s to-day. It is 
ample and singular commentary upon re- 
joicings by opponents of the Aldrich bill 
over the money power’s discomfiture by 
its defeat. A report of intention to per- 
j sist with that measure, and to enlarge 
its scope, was among the day’s favorable 
: news. If money is ever to become a drug 
here, as it is now reported abroad, it can 
only be by good banking laws, 4nd never 
through bad. Lenders always thrive and 
borrowers always suffer by any taint or 
obstruction in the supply of money.

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SOUTHERN PACIFIC WEAK 


No Evidence:of a Corner or a 
“Squeeze” in Shares Develops. 











Wall Street Gossip as to What Steps 
the Factions Are Taking — Harri- 
man Interests Make No Reply 
to J. R. Keene’s Statement. 





Those people who had expected any pyro- 
technics in Southern Pacific stock on the 
stock market yesterday were much dis- 
eppointed. There was none; no “corner” 
developed, nor was there any furious up- 
bidding of the stock by the at-one-time- 
reported large short interest. Putting it 
briefly, the stock, after opening down at 
from 67 to 66% on 3,500 shares—the close 
©n Wednesday had been 67%—and then, 
showing temporary strength in a rally to 
6814, grew steadily heavy under large liqui- 
dating sales, and in the end broke sharply 
to 65%, with little or no demand for it. 
The close was at 65144—a net loss of 2% 
points on dealings in 91,000 shares. 

While it was not possible to determine 
the source of the selling, it was said on 
the floor of the Exchange that it looked 
very much as if Mr, Keene was letting go 
@ goodly line of the pool stock, and as if 
the sharp upbidding of the security on the 
day previous had been designed to permit 
of this selling. The action of the stock 
yesterday, banking interests say, clearly 
bears out their view that the short interest 
in the issue had been much exaggerated, 
@nd that there was at no time any danger 
of a corner or even of a “squeeze.” he 
late downward movement. was, of eourse, 
accentuated by the report of the transfer 
ef Union Pacific's holdings of Southern 
Pacitic, thus defeating the purpose of the 
Keene suit. 

The Street, however, continued to centre 
fits attention on the fight between the 
Keene and Harriman forces, and there was 
much speculation as to the steps each side 
was taking to aid its interests. In this 
connection it was stated by a news agency 
that a considerable block of Southern Pa- 
cific stock standing in the name of T. J. 
Taylor & Co. had been split into ten-share 
certificates for shipment to London and 
sold there. The effect'of this would be to 
make possible the purchase of an equiva- 
lent amount of stock here without increas- 
ing actual holdings, and as the London 
stock could not be returned in time for 
transfer previous to the meeting, the 
amount of stock standing in the name of 
s Taylor & Co. for voting purposes 
would be increased by the process. It was 
said that 15,000 shares had been transferred 
in this way. At the office of Talbot J. 
Taylor & Co. this story, however, was said 
to be untrue. 

Nevertheless, the London market showed 

reat activity in Southern Pacific. Accord- 
ng 1o cables during the day this stock was 
the feature in the London market, where 
it fluctuated wildly. It was said that large 
amounts of stock were being shipped from 
London.to this country, and that the trans- 
fer books were being kept open for the 
purpose of permitting the transfer of the 
oe to the Union Pacific interests in this 
city. 

Another report which was circulated by

to some extent, was to the effect that 
Wnion Pacific holdings of Southern Pacific 
stock were now, and had been for some 
time, in such a position that the contention 
that the anti-trust law is infringed had less 
force than was generaily supposed.

YALE BILL DENOUNCED, 


Dr. Abbott Cails Attention to the Local 
Option Measure. 


Dr. Lyman Abbott, in a public statement 
given out yesterday, takes a stand against 
the Yale bill, which was recently intro- 


duced into the Legislature, and calls atten- 


tion to it. In addition to his statement he 
has written his views to Gov. Odell, and 
has -urged the co-operation of other State 
officials as well as clergymen in an effort 
to defeat the measure. The statement fol- 
lows: 

“A bill has been introduced into the 
Legislature of this State for the practical 
repeal of the local-option law. Local op- 
tion constitutes the only restriction of the 
liquor traffic which the present law of this 
State allows. If this local-option feature is 
eliminated, the result will be the free and 
unrestricted sale of liquor, week days and 
Sundays, throughout the State. 

“Under the present law any town or vil- 
lage—but not incorporated cities—may by 
vote prohibit the sale of liquer within its 
imits. The Yale bill deprives towns, vil- 
lages, and rural communities of the right 
to prohfbit the sale of liquors by hotels. 
If it is passed, any man who pays the tax 
may open a so-called hotel in any town, 
village, or rural community and sell alco- 
holic liquors Sundays as well as week days. 
The community is made powerless to re- 
strict or even regulate such sale. There 
has been almost no public mention of this 
bill; if any hearings have been held, they 
have been kept extraordinarily quiet, and, 
without public discussion of any kind, the 
bill has been favorably reported by the 
Excise Committee. Such are the facts as 
tin are reported to me by good author- 
ty.’

AMMON’S PLEA AGAINST ARREST 


Says Eckbert’s Charge of Conspiracy to 
Defraud Was Instigated by Al- 
fred R. Goslin. 


Col. Robert A. Ammon, with L. J. Mor- 
rison as his counsel, appeared before Jus- 
tice Gildersleeve in the Supreme Court 
yesterday and asked to have vacated an 
order of arrest granted on Jan. 21 of this 
year, In an action brought by William F. 
Eckbert. Jr. The other defendants named 
in the suit by Bckbert are Alfred R. Gos- 
lin, Henry A. Seymour, Frank D. Morgan, 
Eugene L. Packer, John H. Robinson, and 
Joseph \M. Fortier. Ammon, however, was 
the only one for whom an order of arrest 
was issued or. asked. 

Eckbert claims the defendants 
into a conspiracy to fraudulently promote 
and sell the stock of the New York Electric 
Brake and Coupler Company, and that he 
was induced to pen 700 shares of the 
stock, for which he paid $3,500. He de- 
clares the stock never had any save 4 
fictitious value created by the defendants 
for the fraudulent manipulation of the 
stock in the market. Col. Ammon assert- 
ed in his moving papers that he never had 
any connection with the corporation except 
as attorney, and submitted affidavits in 
support of. this contention. The affidavits 
set forth that Goslin was the prime mover 
in the scheme. 

During the argument of the motion Mr. 
Morrison declared, moreover, that Goslin 
had instigated the present action by Eck- 
bert with the intention of placing the 
odium of the transaction on Ammon, and 
also of. getting him “tied up in several sim- 
ilar cases, he already having had to pay 
$33,500 bail in like orders of arrest, until 
his client could no longer furnish bai] 
and would have to be locked up on what 
the counsel declared to be trumped-up 
cases.

LEGAL NOTES. 


IMFORTANCE OF RECORDING MORTGAGES.— 


A decision that is a warning to those who 
neglect to obey recording acts and- place 
instruments which are liens on property on 
record so as to give notice of their exist- 
ence was rendered lately by United States 
District Court Judge Brawley of the Dis- 
trict of South Carolina. The case before 
the Judge was the bankruptcy proceeding 
of J. W. Cannon. The latter left to be di- 
vided among his creditors a stock of mer- 
chandise against which A. H. Douglass 
held a chattel mortgage. The instrument 
had not, however, been recorded. The ref- 
eree in bankruptcy held that as between 


Mr, Douglass, the mortgagee, and creditors 


antecedent to the date of the instrument, 


the mortgage was a valid lien, excluding 
them from sharing in the bankrupt’s 
sets. He also held “that the entire fund 
should be divided pro rata among al) cred- 
itors whese claims have been allowed, and 
that the dividend set apart to the ante- 
cedent creditors should be applied to the 
payment of the mortgage debt, and the 
dividend set apart to the subsequent cred- 
itors should be applied pro rata to the pay- 
ment of their claims.’ Judge Brawley dis- 
agrees with this latter view of the referee, 
and holds that because the mortgage was 
not recorded as required by the laws of 
South Carolina to give validity to such in- 
struments it is invalid. Judge Brawley 
said in part: “It is said that the subse- 
quent creditors are not entitled to take all 
of this fund because Chey have no specific 
lien upon it; that as to them the mortgage 
is a mere nullity and that their right is to 
share in the fund only to the extent to 
which they would be entitled if the mort- 
gage had never been executed. And such 
contention would seem to be reasonable, 
but that view fails to take account of the 
true status of the parties, for the mortgage 
being valid as to all creditors antecedent 
to its execution, the only claimants to the 
fund are the mortgagee and the subsequent 
creditors. As between these two, then, 
which has the higher right? My ¢onclusion 
is that by the terms of Section 2,456 the 
mortgage is valid so far as to affect the 
rights of subsequent creditors only when 
recorded within forty days from the time 
of its execution, and not having been re- 
corded, it is invalid. The mischief which 
the recording laws are intended to prevent 
is the obtaining of credit by reason of the 
ostensible ownership of property which in 
reality is covered by a secret lien, and the 
great object of all such laws is to give no- 
tice; notice to purchasers and notice to 
creditors who give credit on the faith of 
property.”’

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Gas COMPANY'S LIABILITY.—A Mrs. 
Lapham, the proprietor of a private board- 
ing house in St. Paul, Minn., finding that 
frost had reduced the gas pressure in the 
pines supplying her house, gave notice of 
the fact to the gas company. A represent- 
ative was sent to the house, and upon his 
arrival notified the landlady that it would 
be necessary to turn off the gas while 
making repairs, Mrs. Lapham, with the 
assistance of a boarder, attempted to turn 
off the gas jets throughout the house, but 
overlooked the room of one of the boarders. 


This boarder was at the time in her room, 
ani had fallen asleep with the gas lighted. 
She was injured by inhaling the escaping 
= when it. was turned on again. The 

upreme Court of Minnesota has held in 
an action for damages (Skogland vs. St. 
Paul oer ¥ Company, 9% Northwestern 
Reporter, .) that the gas cOMpany Was 
not guilty of negligence in failing to notify 
the sleeping boarder that the gas would be 
turned off, or in failing to see that all of 
the gas jets in the house were turned off 
when ,the S was turned on again. The 
court’said in part: ‘““It would be an unrea- 
sonable demand to require the company to 
go through the house and look at each jet 
to see that it was properly turned off, or 
to notify all the occupants to that effect. 
The landlady was the representative of the 
members of her household, and it was with 
ad that the company transacted its busi- 
ness.’
